It is said, without tangible evidence, 
that the stars and stripes in George 
Washington’s coat-of-arms furnished 
the original idea. Others claim that 
the flag of Rhode Island, consisting of 
several stars in a blue field, adopted 
in 1775, suggested the arrangement 
which later became the Emblem of the 
United States. There are also other 
versions of the origin of the stars and 


stripes. 


The most discussed story is that of 
Betsy Ross, who was supposed to have 
been asked by a committee of Congress 
to work out a design to be submitted 
for consideration. This committee is 
said to have consisted of George Wash- 
ington, Robert Morris, and Colonel 
George Ross, an uncle of Betsy’s hus- 
band. These men are supposed to have 
called at her upholstery shop on Arch 
Street, in the city of Philadelphia — 
the place where some historians insist 
that the first flag was made. 


But through this maze of uncertainty,

It is titled “Secret Armies,” and 
purports to be the story of German 
spies in America. 

Professor Sepmeier and Dr. Winrod 
are Nazi agents, Spivak says. He in- 
fers that they are in the pay of Herr 
Hitler and are betraying this Country 
to Germany. 


Before going further it might be well 
to tell who John L. Spivak is. Recent- 
ly “Secret Armies” was distributed to 
every Congressman and every Senator 
by Walter Winchell, well knewn gel- 








umnist. Congressman Shafer of Michi- 
gan a few days ago read into the Con- 
gressional Record the following bio- 
graphy of Spivak: 


“John L. Spivak is a writer for the 
Daily Worker, official organ of the 
Communist Party in America. He is a 
writer for the New Masses, another 
Communist publication; writer for the 
South Today, Communist publication; 
writer for Sunday Worker, Communist 
organ. Spivak is also listed as con- 
tributing editor of Negro Liberator, a 
Communist publication, the editorial 
board of which is made up of James 
Ford, Communist Party candidate for 
Vice President in 1936, Harry Haywood, 
William Patterson, and Robert Minor, 
all notorious Communists. 


“Spivak is notorious for his attacks 
on all patriotic societies. He is a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party and served 
as a member of the so-called Committee 
of Professionals to support Browder and 
Ford, Presidential and Vice Presiden- 
tial candidates, respectively, on the 
Communist ticket in 1986. He is a 
member of the National Committee for 
Defense of Political Prisoners — de- 
fenders of red aliens ordered deported 
from the United States.” 


Spivak in his book says that a cer- 
tain Hans Von Reitenkranz who came 


to this Country to buy oil for Germany, 
introduced Sepmeier and Winrod. 


Professor Sepmeier does not know 
Reitenkranz or anything about him. He 
does not know Dr. Winrod and would 
not recognize him if they met on the 
street. 


Dr. Winrod does not know Reiten- 
kranz and does not know Professor Sep- 
meier. He would recognize neither 
should he meet them, 


The Spivak book also revived the 
moth-eaten lie that Dr. Winrod went 
to Germany in 1934 and came home 
with a check book fat enough to li- 
quidate all his department store bills. 
A photostat of a ledger account is 
printed to prove this, 


However, the account published never 
amounted in several years to more than 
$56. The account balance of $6.90 was 
closed in November, 1934. Dr. Winrod 
did not come back from his trip to Eu- 
rope until February, 1935. 

The Independent has no hesitancy in 
joining Congressman Shafer in brand- 
ing the Spivak book as a tissue of lies.

The historic Mayflower Compact, 
signed in the cabin of the little vessel 
which brought the Pilgrim Fathers to 
America, begins: “In the name of God, 
Amen.

Those are the 
opening words of the first State paper 
ever adopted for the government of a 
community in the New World.

In the Constitutional Convention of 


1787, were assembled a body of strong 
men, from the standpoint of physical 
vigor, mental acumen and moral cour- 
age. When England’s great William 
Pitt read the Constitution he exclaimed: 
“It will be the wonder and admiration 
of all future constitutions.” 


The writing and adoption of the 
Constitution was unquestionably one of 
the greatest events in human history. 
The delegates of the colonies met day 
after day for four weeks, and had not 
agreed on a single sentence or a single 
word. On the last morning of the fifth 
week, in the midst of a heated discus- 
sion, they were about to adjourn and 
abandon the great purpose for which 
they had met, when Benjamin Frank- 
lin, perhaps the wisest man at the con- 
vention, mature in years, ripe in wis- 

m and consummate in tact, arose,

nate our understandings? ... 


“IT have lived, sir, a long time; and 
the longer I live the’ more convincing 
proofs I see of this truth, that God 
governs in the affairs of men. And if 
a sparrow cannot fall to the ground 
without His notice, is it probable that 
an empire can rise without His aid? 
We have been assured, sir, in the Sacred 
Writings, that ‘except the Lord build 
the house, they labor in vain that build 
it.’ I firmly believe this; and I also be- 
lieve that without His concurring aid 
we shall succeed in this political build- 


ing no better than the builders of Bab- 
el; we shall be divided by our little, 

artial, local interests, our project will 

e confounded, and we ourselves shall 
become a reproach and a byword down 
to future ages. And, what is worse, 
mankind may hereafter, from this un- 
fortunate instance, despair of establish- 
ing government by human wisdom and 
leave it to chance, war, conquest. 


“T therefore beg leave to move: 


“That hereafter prayers, imploring 
the assistance of Heaven and its bless- 
ing on our deliberations, be held in this 
assembly every morning before we pro- 
ceed to business, and that one or more 
of the clergy of this city be requested 
to officiate in that service.” 


And from that moment they began to 
make progress in the framing and 
adoption of that fame-crowned Docu- 
ment, which Gladstone asserted was 
“the greatest piece of work ever struck 
off at a given time by the brain and 
purpose of man.” 


Seeking Divine Guidance 


There.were men in the Constitutional 
Convention who refused to sign the im- 
mortal document. Alexander Hamilton 
was the only man from the State of 
New York to sign it, but those who re- 
fused have all long since been forgotten. 
The men who refused to sign the Con- 
stitution were urging the inclusion of 
popular fallacies that played part in the 
downfall of Greece, Rome and other an- 
cient civilizations. And the same old 
fallacies, during recent years, have been 
advocated by lern demagogues in 
this Country as new panaceas. 


When the men who favored those 
Socialistic nostrums learned that they 
could not appeal to the reason of the 
men who wrote and signed the Consti- 
tution, they tried to anneal to their 
fear, and they said, in effect: “Unless 
you write into this Constitution some 
popular fallacies to fool and play — 
the sentiments of the people, the Con- 
stitution will never be adopted.” 


George Washington had taken no 
part in the discussion of the Convention 
up to that time, but when he heard that 
statement, he rose from the President’s 
chair and in tones of suppressed emo- 
tion, said: “It is too probable that no 
plan we propose will be adopted; per- 
haps another dreadful conflict is to be 
sustained; if, to please the people, we 
offer what we ourselves disapprove,

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how can we afterwards defend our 
work? Let us raise a standard to which 
the wise and honest can repair; the 
event is in the hands of God.” 


Professor Fiske said that those words 
ought to be written on the walls of 
every legislative hall, state and nation- 
al, in this Country, and ought to be 
carved upon the walls of every conven- 
tion room where people meet to write 
platforms or adopt resolutions or nom- 
inate candidates. It is illustrative of 
the type of reasoning that prevailed in 
the Constitutional Convention. 


George Washington wrote to Govern- 
or Trumbull of Connecticut: “I can al- 
most trace the finger of Divine Provi- 
dence through those dark and myster- 
ious days which first led the colonists 
to assemble in convention, thereby lay- 
ing the foundation for peace and pros- 
perity, when we had too much reason 
to fear that misery and confusion were 
coming too rapidly upon us.” 


In his Farewell Address, he said, 
among other things: “Of all habits and 
customs leading to political prosperity, 
religion and morality are ‘idtmpeneabie 
supports. It is substantially true that 
virtue or morality is a necessary spring 
of popular government.” 


On God’s Side 


Into our national anthem, The Star- 
Spangled Banner, Francis Scott Key 
wrote: “And this is our motto, ‘In 
God is our trust,’ ”’ and we have written 
that motto, substantially, upon the 
coins that we circulate in our country. 


In the Battle Hymn of the Republic 
Julia Ward Howe wrote these beautiful 
lines: 

Mine eyes have seen the glory 
Of the coming of the Lord. ... 


In the beauty of the lilies 
Christ was born across the sea, 
With a glory in His bosom 
That transfigures you and me. 
As He died to make men holy, 
Let us die to make men free, 
While God is marching on. 
Glory, glory, hallelujah 
His truth is marching on. 


Samuel Francis Smith wrote as the 
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closing verse of our inspiring national 
hymn: 

Our Fathers’ God, to Thee, 

Author of Liberty, 

To Thee we sing! 

Long may our land be bright 

With Freedom’s holy light! 

Protect us by Thy might, 

Great God, our King. 


On a certain occasion someone said 
to Abraham Lincoln: “I hope God is on 
our side,” to which Lincoln replied: 
“My concern is not so much whether 
God is on our side. My great concern 
is to be on God’s side, for God is always 
right.” 

In his farewell speech to his old 
neighbors at Springfield, before leaving 
for Washington, he said, among other 
things: “Today I leave you. I go to as- 
sume a task more difficult than that 
which devolved upon George Washing- 
ton. Unless the great God Who inspir- 
ed him shall be with and inspire me, I 
must fail; but if the same Omniscient 


Mind and Almighty Arm that directed 
and protected him shall guide and sup- 
port me, I shall not fail; I shall suc- 
ceed. Let us pray that the God of our 
fathers will not forsake us now. To 
Him I commend you all. Permit me to 
ask that with equal sincerity and faith 
you will invoke His wisdom and guid- 
ance for me,—the great God Who can 
stay here with you and go there with 
me and be everywhere for good!” 


During these days of international 
unrest and great uncertainty, we must 
have faith that America has neither 
abandoned God, nor been abandoned by 
God. The same Divine Hand that 
watched over the founders of this Re- 
public, that guided them in the fram- 
ing of our Constitution, is still with us 
to give strength and guidance today. 
There is need of a penitent return to 
reliance upon the Heavenly Father, both 
in attitude toward that matchless Docu- 
ment wrought out with prayer and 
faith; and in sublime trust in His bene- 
ficent guidance. 











Sheep Among Wolves

(THE teachings of Jesus Christ 
are characterized by parables, 
allegorical metaphors and figura- 
tive sayings. In this way, the 
Master conveys spiritual truth. 


One such allegorical expression, from 
which we derived the title for this 
article, is found in Matthew 10:16. It 
reads: “Behold, I send you forth as 
sheep in the midst of wolves: be ye 
therefore wise as serpents, and harm- 
less as doves.” 


“Sheep among wolves!” Imagine a 
pack of hungry wolves, and a few gen- 
tle sheep; you have a prophetical pic- 
ture of the relationship between God’s 
children’ and an unfriendly, sinful en- 
vironment in this life. 


Sheep are profitable domestic crea- 
tures. According to the Scriptures they 
are a symbol of meekness, obedience 
and sacrifice. In their nature they are 
harmless, helpless, and must depend en- 
tirely upon a good caretaker. Hence the 
Scriptural reference to our Lord Jesus 
Christ as the Good Shepherd. 


Wolves are ferocious beasts. By 
their nature they are symbols of wrath, 
destruction, devastation and death. 


By sheep, Jesus symbolized His true 
followers, and by wolves all those who 
oppose Him. It is an historical fact, 


that since the time of the utterance of 
the words of our text, Christians have 
always been, and shall ever be, as 
sheep among wolves. This particularly 
pertains to the continuous persecution 
of the saints, both past and present. 


At the beginning of the Christian 
era, one of the principal followers of 
Christ exhorted believers in this man- 
ner: “As it is written, For thy sake 
we are killed all the day long; we are 
accounted as sheep for the slaughter.” 
Romans 8:36. :

If re- 
ligion will pass out quietly, our atti- 
tude will be one of benevolent toler- 
ance. But if it resists, we will hasten 
its exit by. violence proportioned to its 
resistance.” 


Another Communist leader, Lun- 
acharsky, in a public address at Mos- 
cow said: “We hate all Christians. 
They preach love of one’s neighbor and 
mercy which is contrary to our princi- 
ples. Christian love is an obstacle to 
the development of the Revolution. 
Down with the love of one’s neighbor! 
What we need is hatred. We must 
know how to hate; only thus shall we 
conquer the world.” 


On this premise, the Bolsheviks in 
Russia, some twenty-two years ago, 
launched upon the most brutal and 
ferocious persecution of Christians, 
that has ever occurred in the history of 


the Christian Church. Later, authentic 
information states that: “Bolsheviks 
(atheists) decided to stamp out religion 
during the piatiletka (five year period) 
to such an extent that the word ‘God’ 
should be heard no more. This un- 
paralleled inquisition, does more harm 
than that done by the medieval inquisi- 
tion. There is not a part of Russia that 
has not been saturated with the blood 
of men. People die in exile, under 
forced labor, hunger and exposure.” 


Truly the Russian sheep — the true 
followers of Christ — found themselves 
suddenly thrust among wolves. The 
following narrative by a sufferer in 
a typically horrible experience, illus- 
trates something of the ferocious, mer- 
ciless acts of the red beasts — the Com- 
munists. 


An Example of Sadism 


The scene is in a small Russian city 
with a population of about 7,000 per- 
sons, and occurred several years after 
the Revolution. The Bolsheviks are in 
authority and the population is some- 
what indifferent, if not defiant, to 
their rule. Repressive measures, even 
executions fail to subdue the people; 
therefore the sadist rulers decide to 
wipe out the city by fire and here is 
the story of its destruction. The inci- 
dent is described by a born-again be- 
liever in Jesus Christ. But before pro- 
ceeding with the main part of this 
story, let us quote here just a few lines 
from the first part of it. 


“Leading peaceful and harmless lives, 
and not participating in any un-Chris- 
tian acts, we Evangelical Christians on 
Saturday, May the fifteenth learned 
that on Sunday the sixteenth at 8:00 
a.m. all the inhabitants of our town 
must come together for public works, 
for the whole day. 

“Sunday came. For the red authori- 
ties it was a day of toil but for Chris- 
tians the Sabbath is a day of worship. 


We intended to carry on our services, 
notwithstanding the strict orders of the 
authorities who even went so far as to © 
threaten those who would disobey, with 
the firing squad. We disobeyed and 
as the result, 38 of us were arrested 
and tortured into the night. At about 
11:00 p.m. 33 of us were released, but 
one sister and four brothers remained 
under arrest. ... 


“On May twenty-third, brother P. 
was arrested and evidently murdered, 
because up until this time we have 
never heard anything of him. On May 
twenty-fifth we celebrated the Lord’s 
Supper, and a few minutes later, red of- 
ficers appeared with revolvers in their 
hands and arrested brother K. who was 
shot that same night. Also sisters D. 
ig S. were arrested, but later releas- 


“As time moved on, conditions in the 
city became more and more horrible 
because of the beginning of the whole- 
sale destruction. Everybody seemed to 
be in misery, not knowing what to ex- 
pect next. We Christians, through His 
great love trusted in His Word, but we 
knew there was a great danger upon 
our city. However, notwithstanding 
threatenings to kill us all, God gave us 
Grace and | strengthened us by His 
ROITi. 3. :5” 


Thrown to the Flames 


Now let us proceed with the main 
part of the story which deals with the 
firing of the town. 


“Toward evening, watching the pic- 
ture of a solid sea of fire, a little 
group of us Christians left the city and 
moved to its outskirts. At this time 
there were only 82 believers in the 
town, 37 of them baptized members of 
the Evangelical Christian Church, and 
45 small children. 


“Gathering ourselves together in a 
little house, we partook of some food, 
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pare ourselves to retire. The children 
were already sleeping. Coming out in- 
to the yard with brother K. we noticed 
a horse patrol moving in our direction 
and we hastened back into the house. 
Our hearts felt an approaching test, 
and in the spirit we turned to the Lord 
and began to trust Him with new 
faith. 

“As the red officers approached the 
house, they asked us to come out, but 
we refused. Then they demanded that 
all should come out, so we came. They 
asked us whether we were Evangelical 
Christians. We answered that all but 
two, one an old man and the other a 
young man. One of the patrol asked 
why we did no flee, but another said 
that they should waste no time asking 
questions, but quickly kill us and leave. 

“Males to the right! Females to the 
left! Then a third officer shouted that 
this would not do. Males should enter 
the house, but females without children 
should be kept outside. Then they 
spoke of putting a guard around the 
house and setting fire to it. Before 
this could happen we fled into the house 
again. 

“One of the patrols evidently a chief, 
entered and asked how many children 
there were. We said there were eleven. 
Then came the question whether or not 
we had any arms. We answered no, 
and one of the sisters turned to them 
pleadingly to spare the children, but 
they said that it was not. their busi- 
ness and told the women to get out. 
The officers followed the woman out- 
side, closed the door and nailed it. We, 
who remained inside, knelt before our 
Saviour and surrendering ourselves 
entirely to His care, asked Him to pre- 
serve us from committing evil so that 
we might endure faithful to the end. 


“The house was completely surround- 

ed by red soldiers who held their guns 
ready to shoot. Suddenly it began to 
blaze. We took our awakened children 
into our arms. In my hands was a sick, 
one-year-old boy. 
_ “Brother K. had two small children 
in his arms and three others standing 
by him. The oldest of them, a seven- 
year-old boy in tears was praying 
aloud: ‘Dear Lord! If it is Thy Will 
to discontinue my life, then better for 
them to kill me. How am I to endure 
being burned. I am so weak! Oh Lord 
hear us.’ His six-year-old brother was 
crying hysterically, and kept on repeat- 
ing Mamma, Mamma. His older broth- 
er turned to him and said: ‘Kolia, do 
not cry. Pray to God and He will save 
us,’ and again he prayed for deliver- 
ance. But Kolia and his younger 
brother continued to call for their 
mother and cry. By this time the house 
was beginning to burn. 
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Deliverance 


“The -old unconverted man who was 
locked with us, became frightened and 
shouted and pleaded with the reds for 
mercy. He begged: ‘Comrades, let me 
out, I am an old man, only me. I am 
not a believer!’ But the door did not 
open. Then in terror, he knocked out 
a window and began to crawl through 
it. Three bullets met him and he fell 
without a sound. 


“Bidding goodby to each other and 
comforting the children by the fact 
that soon we would be with Jesus, we 
again knelt and prayed: ‘Oh Lord! If 
it is Thy Will to call us unto Thee, 
then receive our weak spirits.’ But in 
my heart there was a strange feeling 
that the time of our departure had not 
arrived. I felt we were going to be 
saved. 


“Looking in the direction of the fire, 
we saw no flame, only smoke. Sudden- 
ly we heard knocking and cracking. 
Another window was broken and the 
reds were piling in dry branches, try- 
ing to increase the fire. We began to 
sing a hymn. 


‘Oh Lord give life to my soul 
Take it as Thine own; etc...’ 


“From the added dry branches the 
fire started to increase. The house was 
filled with smoke and it became hard to 
breathe. The wall at the ceiling was 
already in flames and with the blowing 
of the wind, sparks were falling on the 
blanket of the baby in my arms. I tri- 
ed to throw them off, but a voice seemed 
to say to me: ‘What’s the use, just 
the same you will burn.’ But my heart 
was not in agreement with this 
thought, and a calmness of soul wit- 
nessed that we would get out of the 
fire safely. 


“At this point, from the other side 
of the house, we heard a pounding near 
the window, and some thought that the 
reds had approached to shoot us, but, 
instead, we were soon to see the ans- 
wer to our prayers, for at the broken 
window appeared three Christian breth- 
ren, Timothy, Stephen and Walter. 
They called to us and said: “Come 
out. The guards went away thinking 
you would burn and we have come to 
Save you.” 


“We were lifted out, and a moment 
later in the night air, were kneeling, 
thanking God that He had heard the 
prayers of His children, and like the 
three Hebrew children of old, had been 
delivered from the flames.” 


Two Important Facts 


The killing of Christians for their 
faith in Christ; the raping and murder- 
ing of young girls and women; the 
starving and destroying of great mass- 
es of poor, aged and helpless people; 
the destruction of property and the: 
burning of villages; the razing of 
church buildings to the ground — these 
are some of the things that go with 
Bolshevik revolutions — as seen in Rus- 
sia, Spain and China in recent years! 


I am a native Russian. I know first- 
hand, the terrors of atheistic rule. 
am familiar with the suffering of my 
poor people at the hands of these inter- 
national beasts. This story of the fir- 
ing of a whole town is no exaggeration, 
as everyone acquainted with Russia’s 
plight these twenty-two years, very 
well knows. May God save America 
from the sad fate of my native land! 


Readers of these lines will do well to 
remember two very important things: 


First. Conditions today in Russia 
for believers particularly, are very, very 
bad. Freedom of worship and liberty 
of missionary activities are not per- 
mitted. Thousands of Russian Chris- 
tians are still in prison, exile, and con- 
centration camps, separated from their 
families, friends and loved ones, suf- 
fering great poverty, lack of food, 
clothing, etc., and need our prayers, 
sympathy and practical help. 


Second. Communists today believe 
the United States to be their “promis- 
ed land,” because they have seen their 
power broken in so many nations of 
Europe. Their hope is America and 
they are more and more concentrating 
their efforts here. 

I pray that Christians and true 
American citizens, will not believe lies 
and the rosy promises which they make. 
The Communist propagandists are 
liars, and with lies they try to destroy 
their opponents. Their lies have weak- 
ened and overturned whole nations, 
making great countries unfit places in 
which to live. 
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The Story Of Concord 





HAT portion of the eastern 

coast of North America, lying 
between degrees 41 and 45 North 
Latitude, received the name New 
England in the year 1614. 


It was thus named by Captain John 
Smith, who explored those shores in be- 
half of the Virginia Company of Eng- 
lish merchants. 


Six years later, on December 21, 
1620, a cold wintry day, the frail vessel 
Mayflower cast anchor in an_ inlet 
on this rugged coast. A small band of 
weary Pilgrims disembarked near a 
boulder which was later to be known 
as Plymouth Rock. Immediately upon 
landing they changed this piece of 
granite into an altar, a place of prayer, 
and with upraised, tear-stained faces, 
thanked God for safe arrival in a New 
World. 


With this act, a singular event was 
inscribed upon the scroll of American 
history. Our Country was conceived 
in prayer, born of religious liberty, and 
cradled in Christianity. This region, 
known as New England, became the 
birthplace of a mighty Empire. 


The building of early America is a 
story that causes the blood to heat in 
the veins of every true son. Millions 
of dollars have been appropriated 
through the years to preserve historical 
landmarks which are looked upon, by 
the majority of citizens, with solemn 
reverence. Sturdy Americans, born un- 
der the Stars and Stripes, take pride 
in their Country. This attitude is in 
keeping with the text from the book of 
Proverbs: “Remove not the ancient 
landmark, which thy fathers have set.” 


Beautiful Concord 


Those who have taken time to exam- 
ine the historical documents involved, 
know of the frequent mention of Con- 
cord, Massachusetts, in connection with 


early colonial events, and of its im- 
measurable contribution to American 
culture. Historic New England may 
boast of no greater community, no more 
important landmark, no town more 
noted, in the grandeur of an illustrious 
past. 

Concord is located twenty miles north 
and west of Boston, in Middlesex Coun- 
ty. It has an area of twenty-five 
square miles and a population of ap- 
proximately 10,000. The village is re- 
ferred to by historians as America’s 
Number One small town. 


It is a fact that this Massachusetts 
community enjoys such a vast wealth 
of historic and literary associations, 
that it has required a volume of 428 
pages, augmented by 52 striking photo- 
graphs, to adequately relate its achieve- 
ments. 


Clothed in a beautiful binding and 
printed on glossy paper, the Meador 
Publishing Company, of Boston, has 
released the second edition of The Story 
of Concord, (price $2.00). This rich, 
illuminating volume comes from the pen 
of Josephine Latham Swayne. 


Accompanying this review, is a pho- 
tograph of Concord’s ‘“Minute-Man” 
statue. In the year 1837, this granite 
obelisk was erected in the town’s Monu- 
ment Square, to mark the spot where 
the first British scldiers fell during the 
Battle of Concord. Inscribed in bronze 
are the words of Emerson: “Here once 
the embattled farmers stood, and fired 
the shot heard round the world.” 


The glorious part played by the town 
of Concord in the War of Revolution— 
its Minute Men, its Paul Revere and its 
William Dawes—have inspired artists 
and poets alike. It is a Mecca for those 
who retain a passionate love for the 
Republic. It is a solemn reminder that 
our forefathers spilled their blood that 
we might enjoy the liberties which are 
ours today. 


In August, 1774, a county convention 
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was held in Concord, at which time the 
delegates recommended the calling of 
the first provincial Congress of Massa- 
chusetts. It convened there on October 
11, 1774, and in March and April 1775. 
At this time, Concord citizens began 
storing military supplies in the town 
and it became the object of the first 
British expedition. Destiny decreed 
that the war for American independence 
should start in this area. 

On April 19, 1775, the first physical 
encounter of the Revolutionary war oc- 
curred. In a brief engagement at Lex- 
ington, earlier in the morning, blood 
was made to flow on both sides, but no 
British soldiers were killed. At Con- 
cord, later in the day, 500 Minute Men 
confronted the English troops and drove 
them back to Lexington. . 


Minute Men in Action 


The Author gives a vivid picture of 
the British soldiers in scarlet, their 
bayonets glittering in the sun, as they 
came forward to attack ... and the 
gallant Minute Men, dressed in home- 
spun, the unsung makers of history, 
who bravely dispersed the soldiers of 
General Gage, and sent them running 
back in the direction of Boston. 


A Minute Man was one of a class of 
armed citizens who pledged themselves 
to take the field at a “minute’s notice,” 
during and immediately previous to, the 
War of Independence. Sometimes, as 
was the case in Massachusetts, these 
vigilante groups were regularly enroll- 
ed as militia. Paul Revere was a mem- 
ber of this unit. 

The Story of Concord flows with 
rhythmic smoothness along with foot- 
notes, which, somewhat after the man- 
ner of the Greek Chorus, serve more 
clearly to explain and expand the 
theme. Many interesting sketches are 
included about famous literary people, 
who once lived and wrote in this fam- 
ous New England town. 


Any community where Ralph Waldo 
Emerson had made his home for so 
many years, would in itself give it spe- 
cial. distinction. However, in addition, 
his neighbor in Concord, was Nathaniel 
Hawthorne, whose romantic tales plac- 
ed him in the front rank of American 
fiction writers. 


The name of Louisa May Alcott is 
familiar to old and young alike who en- 
joy classic literature. It was here she 
weaved those touching stories of Little 
Women and Little Men. The Author 
has treated the sketch of the Alcott 
family with special beauty. 

Concord enjoys another unique dis- 
tinction. Currents of American hym- 
nology started flowing from this small 
community. For within the precincts of 
Concord lived the Rev. Charles Lewis 
Hutchins, who “was one of the best 
known Episcopal clergymen in New 
England.” After retiring from the 
rectorship of Grace Church, Medford, 
he lived quietly at his beautiful Con- 
cord estate on Monument Road. 


Early productions of Christian hymns 
are traceable to his pen. In the years 
1870, 1872, 1880, 1894, he edited many 
Hymnal books and Church Psalters, 
which formed a reservoir out from 
which channels of Song Worship flowed. 


All of these, and scores of other il- 


lustrious people, live in in these 
he Story of onesie’.

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Modern Chapters In Apostolic Work 
A Sermon by Bishop Otto Melle of Germany 





@ Dr. F. H. Otto Melle, Bishop of the Metho- 
dist Church of Germany, was in the United 
States during May of this year. He spoke four 
times in Mewton, Kansas. The following address 
was stenographically reported. He spoke in 
English. 


M*, dear friends, brothers and sis- 
ters. ... I feel that it is a great 
privilege for me to be here. I only wish 
that I could speak in German because 
it is a little more difficult for me to 
talk in a foreign language, and English 
is still a foreign language to me. 


I learned my English mostly out of 
books, and as I said this morning in 
the Methodist Church, when I speak 
English I always feel as if my tongue 
wants a little oiling, but I hope you 
will be able to understand. 


This afternoon I would like to tell 
you a few stories which will strengthen 
your faith in the living Christ, some 
‘stories to show, that Christ today is 
with us and that His Spirit is still 
leading the Church as in the past. I 
shall read a few verses from Chapter 
16 of the Acts of the Apostles as it is 
told of Paul the Apostle. (Scripture 
reading.) 


This is, I should say, quite a strange 
portion of Scripture. A strange chap- 
ter I say, but one of the mast, interest- 
ing chapters we have in the Acts of 
the Apostles. It shows that the Spirit of 
God was leading the first missionaries 
to the Gentiles, and directing them even 
sometimes where to preach. These 
chapters of the Apostles were not fin- 
ished when Luke laid down his pen. 


They are continued. Such chapters 
are written today, written in our mis- 
sion fields in Africa, Japan and India. 
Some chapters are written in Europe, 
and I am going to tell you of one chap- 
ter of the new Acts of the Apostles, 
part of which I experienced myself. 


For twenty years, I worked as a mis- 
sionary in southeastern Europe, in 
Austria and Hungary, and Yugoslavia 
and in Bulgaria. In these twenty years, 
I found daily that the Lord lead us by 
His Spirit, and that still today He 
sometimes closes doors and sometimes 
opens doors. 


A New Church in Vienna 


Chapter One. We, and I speak now 
for our Methodist Church to which I 
belong—we had in Vienna, Austria, a 
small beginning about forty years ago 
under many difficulties. It was almost 
impossible to get a foothold in this 
country . . . Our group had a small 
hall on the fourth floor of a building. 
It was very difficult to climb up, and 
they had only a few persons at every 
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meeting, and sometimes the police ap- 
peared and forbade preaching. 


_But one evening when they had a 
prayer meeting, a lady climbed up that 
staircase, who was to become an in- 
strument of the Lord, like Lydia, in 
our chapter. She was the wife of the 
Austrian Ambassador in Russia. Both 
her husband and only son had died. It 
was in the last years of Empress Eliza- 
beth, and she was a friend of the Em- 





_ Speaking about religious condi- 
tions in Germany, Bishop Melle 
said: “Nobody until this day, has 
ever asked us Methodists what we 
are preaching, or what we _ be- 
lieve, or what we are praying for. 
Nobody has asked me any ques- 
tions about matters of faith and 
belief, and we are preaching just’ 
as we have preached in former 
times. We take our texts from 
the Old Testament and the New 
Testament the same as_ your 
preachers do here. I preach in 
Germany the same kind of ser- 
og that I have always preach- 
e pz? 











press. Now after these losses, she 
tried to find comfort for her soul... . 


There came somebody and said to 
her: “You should go once to that hall- 
meeting, there on the fourth floor. I 
think you would find comfort for your 
soul.” 

So she came to that meeting. I think 
there were only ten persons present, 
and the preacher did not know who the 
lady was and perhaps it was good that 
he didn’t know, for he would have tried 
to preach an especially good sermon. 
Sometimes when we try to preach 
especially good, we get into on- 
ly human effort and fail. And so he 
didn’t know the lady, and he preached 
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about Jesus Christ and said in his 
sermon: / 


“Whoever you are, I do not know 
you, but I know you need a Savior. 
And if nobody loves you, He loves you; 
and if nobody can help us in our suf- 
fering and in our need, He can — 
us. He can bring you peace. He di 
for you on the Cross.” 


In that simple way, he explained the 
Gospel, and while he preached, this lady 
had the same experience as Lydia in 
our chapter, but you know the story. 
While Paul was preaching, the Lord 
opened her heart that she believed in 
Jesus Christ; and while this preacher 
was preaching, this court lady of the 
Austrian Empire, this noted person, 
found that the Lord opened her heart, 
and she was converted that evening and 
united with the little church. 


The next day, she came to the 
preacher and said: “Well, I found Jesus 
Christ and now I would like to invite 
my friends, the Lords and Counts, but 
I can not bring them upstairs in that 
hall on the fourth floor. We must have 
another hall.” 


“Well,” the preacher said, “that 
would be my wish, but we have only 
our poor little congregation and no 
money.” 


“No matter about that. Look around 
and if you see any suitable house, come 
to me and I will give you money.” 4 
few days later they found a place in 
Vienna, and the conversion of this ee 
brought about a revival. The wor 
went on, and I can think of this story 
as a new chapter of Apostolic letters. 


The Gospel to Hungary 


Chapter Two. If a church has a re- 
vival, or let me put it this way: when 
a church, whether it is a large one or 
a small one, has no revival, it becomes 
satisfied with beautiful services and 
formal meetings and everything of that 
kind, but no spiritual life. A church 
that has a revival wants to extend its 
borders and do missionary work some- 
where, wants to “extend the road”—in 
the words of the prophet. And so it 
was in Vienna. After the revival, fol- 
lowing this conversion of the lady, the 
church tried to extend its work. As it 
was almost impossible in Vienna, they 
decided to begin down in Hungary. 


They selected a committee to find out 
where the doors were open. The com- 
mittee went to Hungary and hired a 
hall. The first: meeting was ready to 
take place. But just when the preacher 
came and intended to speak, two police- 
men appeared. They did not even let 
him into the hall. 

The two Hungarian policemen wore 
swords at their sides and guns on their 
backs, and they told him that it was 
forbidden for him to preach there a 
sermon because he came from Vienna. 
I can’t say that it was the Spirit of the

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Lord who forbade it and closed that 
door, but it was the Hungarian police. 


The preacher with his committee had 
to travel home without being able to 
do anything. Now when they came back 
to Vienna, they did what every com- 
mittee should do before doing anything 
—they began to pray. They prayed 
and said: “Oh Lord, can it be really 
Thy will that the doors be closed in 
that beautiful country of Hungary? 
Will you not open the door for us?” 


And while they still were on their 
knees, there came a letter from the 
southeastern part of Hungary about 
three or four hundred miles south of 
Budapest, a letter from a few peasants, 
a few farmers, and the letter read as 
follows: “We found your address and 
we want to tell you that in southeast- 
ern Europe, there are some farmers 
who founded a temperance society. In 
our temperance society we are reading 
tracts which you have written, and we 
are singing songs we learned from 
your hymn book, and we have only one 
wish: can’t you come down to us and 
give us one or two sermons. We shall 
pay the traveling expenses.” 

That letter came just when they were 
on their knees, and I ask you again, 
was it not like this chapter in the Acts 
of the Apostles here, when Paul had a 
vision, “Come over,” said the man, “in- 
to Macedonia and help us.” 


Written Orders Demanded 


Chapter Three. That deals with my- 
self. It was then necessary that a 
preacher be sent down to that place. I 
knew the Lord wanted my services in 
that part of the world. 

In a night in which I prayed for 
hours, I received the consciousness that 
the Lord wanted me there, and so I 
wrote to the committee that I was 


ready to go and then I was sent down 
to that part of Hungary. Now I wish 
only to describe to you one meeting I 
held there. 


When I came down to this small town 
in southeastern Europe, of course, I 
expected that a crowd of people would 
come together to hear me. I had writ- 
ten to them at what day—it was a few 
days before Christmas—I would arrive. 
Two brethren received me at the sta- 
tion. 

I thought that we would go through 
one of the chief streets, but to my sur- 
prise, these brethren did not lead me 
through the main street but around be- 
tween bushes and trees where we 
wouldn’t see anybody and where, I 
found out—nobody could observe me. 
Then I learned—which took some time 
—that police had forbidden that any 
preacher they would invite, should be 
allowed to preach in that place, and the 
chief of police had sent them word if 
they did allow a preacher from Ger- 
many or Austria, or any other country 
to preach to them, this preacher would 
be taken into prison and they together 
with him. So of course, these -—_ 
— afraid and didn’t know what to 

0. 


I thought it would be better for me 
to go to the chief of police, introduce 
myself, and ask him to permit me to 
speak. When I called at his headquart- 
ers, I did not expect that he would 
know me, but when I came in, he knew 
all about me and said: “Mr. Melle, I 
know already why you have arrived, 
and I tell you I shall never allow you 
to preach a single sermon in my dis- 
trict. We have enough religions here. 
We have all kinds. We have all kinds 
of: churches and we do not need for- 
eign preachers and missionaries. I for- 
bid you to work here.” 


I didn’t know it at the time, but 


there was a law in Hungary that it 
wasn’t necessary to accept a prohibi- 
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tion, if it was only given verbally, but 
I asked, “Could I have it in a written 
way?” 


The judge thought I had studied the 
law and said he would later give me 
the orders in a written form. Then I 
announced my decision that on Christ- 
mas, December 25, evening at 7 o’clock, 
I would preach in a certain house a 
sermon, and I asked him to give his 
consent. Then on that evening, the two 
brethren came to me and said: 


“Now Brother Melle, think of the 
situation! The chief of police has sent 
two policemen. They have been looking 
for you the whole afternoon in order 
to arrest you, or to give you a written 
order against the service tonight. They 
didn’t find you but they told the story 
everywhere, and now the whole town is 
excited. Everybody is to be there and 
see what is going on, and what you 
will do and how you will behave, if you 
are arrested. We will have a crowd.” 


Song and Prayer 


Really, my dear friends, I never had 
a better advertisement of a meeting, 
than on that day. There were people 
from all parts of the town. The court 
outside of the farmhouse was crowded. 
I had to pass through the kitchen. It 
was crowded, and the small room in 
which the service should take place 
was crowded even to people sitting on 
the stove. 


They were on the window boards; 
there were two beds in that peasant 
house, and the people had laid two 
boards over the beds and now two rows 
of people were sitting on these boards. 
We called that our gallery. I made my 
way until I came into the room, and 
then two policemen appeared and hand- 
ed over a document written by the chief 
of police or the “Stool Judge”, as he 
was called. 


I said, “Well, I do not know Hun- 
garian. Is anybody here who is able to 
translate it for me into German?” 


And then a brother in the first row 
arose and said, “I will”. 


“Translate for me what is forbidden 
tonight. Even if the Stool Judge is 
wrong, I shall do nothing that he has 
forbidden until the thing is cleared up. 
Is it forbidden to sing a song?” 


He looked at the document and said: 
“No, nothing is in it about singing.” 


“Well,” I said, “then — it was on 
Christmas evening—nobody will have 
anything against it if we sing a song, 
and as it is Christmas-today, how 
would it be if we would sing that old 
German Christmas song, ‘Stille Nacht! 
Heilige Nacht!’ ” 
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Then the people arose and sang that 
Christmas song, and I tell you since 
the angels sang at Bethlehem, no 
Christmas song in any church of the 
world was sung more enthusiastically 
than on that night. 


After we had finished our song, I 
said: “Now look in that document and 
see if it is forbidden for me to pray. 


He looked and said: “No, it is not 
forbidden, to pray.” 

“That is what I expected. He will 
not forbid us to pray, and because it 
isn’t forbidden, let us have a prayer. 


And then I prayed just as I would 
have prayed before a sermon, only I 
think perhaps the prayer was a little 
more serious, more in earnest and per- 
haps also a little longer than usual be- 
cause the Lord impressed many things 
in my heart, for which I had to pray 
that evening. I prayed for the police 
and for the Stool Judge. And when 
the prayer was over I said: “Now, will 
you very carefully look and see what 
really is forbidden?” 


Then it was read: “It is forbidden to 
preach a sermon.” So I said: “Well, 
then we shall not have a sermon to- 
night.” Then the people got a little 
excited. They ex I would not 
pay any ene to the tg poery

forbidden?” ; 

“4 bidden to give a lecture.”

“Furthermore, it is forbidden to have 
a religious service.” “Then we shall 
not have a religious service. 


Riddles Permitted 


“But look carefully if it is forbidden 
that we solve riddles . . to read conun- 
drums.” And so he looked again and 
said, “No, I can’t find anything. 

“Then these two gentlemen of the 
police will not have anything against 
it, if we spend the evening where we 
can not preach, and where we can not 
give a lecture or- have a religious ser- 
vice, in solving riddles.” 

And I tell you those policemen got 
interested in what was going on!

re there. They were so interest- 
od tie thee remained to the conclusion 
of the whole meeting. 


“Well”, I said, “Has anybody of you 
a good riddle?” And they had none. 
“Well, I will give you one.” And my 
first riddle that I gave them that eve- 
ning was: “What do you think is the 
most beautiful in the Christmas sto- 
ry?” And they began guessing. One 
said the angel’s song; another, the 
Child in the manger; a third one, some- 
thing else, and I always shook my head. 
“Well, if you are not satisfied with 
our guessing, tell us what you think is 
the most beautiful.” 

“Well,” I said, “the most beautiful in 
the Cclnnane story is not told by the 
Evangelist Luke in the second sg 
of his Gospel. The most beautiful zg 
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is told by Paul the Apostle in a letter 
to his spiritual son, Timothy.” 


I must give you that in German. In 
German the translation of that verse 
is: “Dass ist gewisslich wahr dass Je- 
sus Christus gekommen ist in die Welt 
die Suender selig zu machen”. (It is 
certainly true that Jesus Christ is come 
into the world to save sinners). That 
would have been my text if I would 
have been allowed to preach that eve- 
ning. Somebody asked: “Why is that 
the most beautiful?” 


“Well”, I said, “the Christmas story 
would be a beautiful story even if it 
would be only an invention. But it is 
certainly true that Jesus Christ has 
been born, and He has come into this 
world to save sinners.” I spoke about 
45 minutes to explain that riddle. The 
people were listening and the policemen 
were listening, and I was satisfied be- 
cause I had said everything that was 
in my heart about that text. 


Another Riddle 


But when I wanted to close that 
meeting, a woman got up and said: “Do 
= not know only one more riddle? 

hese riddles are very interesting and 
we would like to solve another one.” 


“Well, I can give you another one if 
you have time.” Shall I tell you what 
the second riddle was that evening? It 
would also be better in German. I said: 
“My riddle is what is the most impor- 
tant letter in the alphabet?” They be- 
gan guessing again. A, B, C! still 
shook my head “No.”

“Tell us which letter do you think is 
the most important.” 


“No question about it. The letter 
“M”. A woman in the front row said, 
“Is it perhaps because your name be- 
gins with M?” “No, I did not think of 
my name at all, but I will explain it 
to you.” 

For this I wish again that I could 
speak in the German because then you 
would know what I really mean. 


“The letter M will change any rela- 
tion to any object I see. When I came 
in, I said: ‘That is a beautiful house 
over there and I like beautiful houses.’ 
I stood before it and said, it was a pity 
that I can say only ‘ein’ house. What 
a difference it would be if I could put 
the letter M before ‘ein’. Then it would 
be ‘mein’ (my) house.” That letter M 
changes the whole relation. 


There goes a rich man on the street, 
and I can say ‘ein’ father. But now 
think if I could put the letter M before 
the word and say this rich man is 
‘mein’ father. 


I made some other illustrations and 
then I said: “Now you see, we have 
Christmas today and there are thou- 
sands and thousands of people who 
think about the birth of Christ and who 
can only say ‘ein Christus ist geboren’ 
(a Christ is born). But that does not 
help them; that does not do them any 
good. We must be able to put the let- 
ter M before ‘ein’ Christ and say ‘mein’ 
Christus ist geboren. This Jesus born 
in Bethlehem is my personal Savier. He

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is MY Christ. He saved ME.” 


And I spoke another 45 minutes to 
explain that riddle. They had a won- 
derful Christmas evening; the most 
wonderful and beautiful Christmas 
evening I ever experienced. Then we 
had another song and closed and the 
people went home. I overheard two 
women talk to each other, and the one 
said: “What a pity that this man was 
not allowed to preach a sermon.” The 
other one said: “Be satisfied. It seems 
to me these riddles are quite as good 
as sermons.” And I think she was 
right. 


Later on we were granted liberty, 
and I used the “gallery” in that room 
very often. It may be that I B eter 
a few good sermons among the many 
given there, but one thing I know, the 
best of these sermons have been for- 
gotten. The people do not know any- 
thing about them, but if you ever 
should happen to come down to south- 
eastern Europe, I am sure, they will 
tell you still today, about those riddles. 


Jokes on the Judge 


But the story is not yet over and the 
most beautiful part is still to be told. 
Now these riddles did a wonderful job 
of propaganda. Of course, everybody 
who was there told it to his neighbors, 
and after a few hours everybody in 
that village and neighboring villages 
knew about the riddles. 


The next day, the Stool Judge came 
to his inn where the so-called “intelli- 
gentsia”, the lawyers, merchants, phy- 
Sicians, and the like, had their place to 
come together each morning to drink 
the glass of beer or wine. When the 
Stool Judge came the next day, he 
could not stand the jokes his friends 
made on him and some said: “Now 
doctor, we thought you to be a shrewd 
man, but how could you forget, in your 
prohibition to that missionary, to in- 
elude riddles.” 


And everywhere he went he heard 
only about the riddles all the time. The 
‘Stool Judge and I later became good 
‘friends, and sermons were forbidden no 
more. After a few weeks a revival 
broke out. That is a wonderful thing 
—a revival. The Christian Church 
was created in a revival, where the 


Apostles preached the Gospel. J have 
a desire that God may send us a revival 
again in all the nations. 


We had a revival there and I received 
quite a lot of those people into our 
church. When I received them, I told 
them: “Now I wish to have an hour 
of testimony, and I wish that you will 
tell me how you came to a personal ex- 
perience of Jesus Christ and to the as- 
surance of faith.” 


I was wondering what these poor, 
simple people would tell me. And when 
we began, the brother who had trans- 
lated the prohibition of that service, 
arose and he said: “I always had con- 





sidered myself as a good Christian, 
and since I had united with this tem- 
perance society I believed that every- 
thing was in order with me; but on that 
evening when our preacher told his 
riddles about the importance of the 
letter M, I realized that I couldn’t put 
an M before Jesus. I went home to 
my knees and prayed until Jesus ac- 
cepted me, and I could say, “Jesus is 
my Savior.” And others arose and told 
of their experiences. ...

[THE Commonwealth of Texas is 
colorful in early American 
history. This fact is best illus- 
trated when one considers that it 
has known six different flags. 


Picturesque San Antonio has zealous- 
ly preserved her sacred shrines, al- 
though the expanding city has grown 
up around them. Here in the very 
heart of a busy metropolis, in the shad- 
ow of towering skyscrapers, stands 
the Alamo... the famous citadel which 
many regard as the Nation’s outstand- 
ing monument to patriotic American- 
ism. 


shrine. The early morning hour was 
quiet and as he strolled through the 
courtyard, the imagination was caused 
to function with graphic vividness. In 
mind’s eye, the dramatic scene which 
occurred on this very spot, over a hun- 
dred years ago, was envisioned. 


Example of True Americanism 

In the War of Independence from 
Mexico, 1830 to 1836, Colonels William 
B. Travis, James Bowie and Davy 
Crockett—three names that shall be en- 
graved upon the centuries—with 180 
gallant men, were attacked here by an 
army of 4,000 Mexicans, commanded 
by General Santa Anna. At that time, 




















The Alamo ... San Antonio, Texas 





The old mission of the Alamo. stands 
at one side of Alamo Plaza, facing the 
west. It is an'imposing structure, built 
entirely of stone, following the design 
of Spanish architecture. 


According to the Texas Almanac, it 
was founded soon after the Spaniards 
settled that part of Texas, and was 
built as a place of refuge for the set- 
tlers in the event of Indian hostility. 
The chapel of the fortress is 75 feet 
long, 62 feet wide and 22% feet high, 
surrounded by walls of solid masonry, 
four feet thick. It was built in one 
story, with upper windows, under which 
platforms were constructed for mount- 
ing cannon. The barrack, which was 
connected with the Church, is 180 feet 
long. The area of the various enclo- 
sures within the Alamo Mission 
amounted to approximately three acres. 


It was the recent privilege of this 
writer to pause for a moment, within 
the hallowed precinct of this famous 
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jucation

Santa Anna was virtual dictator of 
Mexico, and he had vowed to never rest 
until Texas should be humbled to the 
dust. 


On February 23, 1836, the Mexican 
troops attacked the Alamo. The best 
account of the struggle has been pre- 
served in a document which Col. Travis, 
the commanding officer, dispatched to 
fellow Texans, written on the first day 
of the siege. 


“Fellow-citizens and Compatriots”, he 
wrote. “I am besieged by a thousand 
or more of the Mexicans under Santa 
Anna. I have sustained a strong bom- 
bardment for twenty-four hours, and 
have not lost a man. The enemy have 
demanded a surrender at discretion, 
otherwise the garrison is to be put to 
the sword, if the place be taken. I have 
answered with a cannon shot, and our

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flag still waves proudly from the walls. 
I shall never surrender nor retreat. 


“Then I call on you in the name of 
liberty, of patriotism, and of every- 
thing dear to the American character, 
to come to our aid with all despatch. 
The enemy are receiving reinforcements 
daily, and will no doubt increase to 
three or four thousand in a few days. 
Though this call may be neglected, I 
am determined to sustain myself as 
long as possible, and die like a soldier, 
who never forgets what is due to his 
honor and that of his country. 


“P, S. — The Lord is on our side. 
When the enemy appeared in sight, we 
had not three bushels of corn. We have 
since found, in deserted houses, eighty 
or ninety bushels, and have gotten into 
the walls twenty-nine or thirty beeves.” 


Day by day the siege continued, with 
the Mexican General drawing his lines 
closer about the Alamo, and also in- 
creasing their number. Day by day 
cannon poured their murderous fire u 
on the fort and its noble defenders. yo 
the days and nights passed, the Texans 
watched with anxious eye for “fellow- 
citizens and compatriots” to come to 
their rescue. 


On the tenth day of the siege, March 
8, the Mexicans kept up a terrible can- 
nonade. Just before sunset, the bar- 
rage ceased and Mexican troops with- 
drew some distance from the garrison. 
The brave Texans attempted to snatch 
a few moments’ rest. 


Col. Travis was caused to feel that 
the withdrawal of the Mexicans was 
only momentary. It was like the lull 
before the last fury of a storm that 
was to destroy them all. He issued or- 
ders that the men were to parade in 
single file. Then followed one of the 
grandest scenes of recorded history. 


Across the Line 


In a voice trembling with emotion, 
Travis declared to his men that “our 
fate is sealed” — that death was in- 
evitable. Drawing his sword, he drew 
a line in front of his men, and cried: 
“Those who wish to die like heroes and © 
patriots, come over to me.” 


Without hesitation and in unison, ev- 
ery soldier crossed the line, pledging 
himself inga pact of death. Even the 
wounded dragged themselves across the 
fatal mark. Col. Bowie, it is said, 
was too ill to leave his couch, but re- 
fused to be deterred. “Lads”, said he, 
“T can’t get over to you, but won’t some 
of you be kind enough to lift my cot on 
the other side of the line?” Instantly, 
this was done. 


During the early hours of March 6, 

a final assault was precipitated and the 
troops of the Mexican General over- 
powered and slaughtered the garrison 
defenders, in a hand-to-hand struggle. 
Only three women, a negro servant and 
—Turn To Page 14. 
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an infant child survived. 


The siege of the Alamo has _ been 
spoken of as the most superlatively 
dramatic episode in the history of the 
United States. The impact of the mas- 
sacre reverberated, not only within the 
boundaries of Texas, but caused a pro- 
found sensation throughout America. 


On April 21, 1836, an army command- 
ed by General Sam Houston defeated 
and captured Santa Anna. These Tex- 
ans went into the fray, shouting the 
war-cry: Remember the Alamo! 

* * * * 


HE defense of the Alamo will stand 

out as a singular event in history. 

It is this creative spirit, distilled from 

the pure fountain of loyal Americanism, 

which has animated men in the build- 

ing of the great Commonwealth of Tex- 
as. 


In times of national crisis, noble sons 
of the Lone Star State have invariably 
mobilized their forces, and frequently 
repeated the cry: “Remember the Ala- 
mo”! The quality of character reflect- 
ed in the heroism of Travis, Bowie and 
Crockett has never died. 


When the Administration of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt opened the flood-gates of 
liquor and brought into existence a con- 
dition, surpassing in viciousness the old 
saloon, it made possible an attack upon 
the moral life of our Country, as omi- 
nous, as would be the assault of an in- 
vading foe. The unrestrained flow of 
alcohol is producing a new “Alamo”, a 
clearly drawn line of battle, a field on 
which a struggle for the preservation 
of national character must eventually 
take place. 


As might be expected, a Texan has 
stepped to the front, to capture the 
popular imagination, in launching an 
uncompromising defense against the 
sordid interests, which are rapidly be- 
musing the mind and benumbing the 
soul of a whole Nation. His name is 
Dr. Samuel N. Morris. He has become 
known as “The Voice of Temperance”. 
He has trained millions of people to 
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dial the large Mexican border radio 
stations, to hear his powerful blasts in 
defense of national] sobriety. 


His*broadcasts could also be called 
“The Voice of Conscience”, since no 
man before the public, is doing more 
to probe the slumbering conscience of 
oo Ae people, than this giant for 

od. 


Dr. Morris is simply making vocal, 
the feeling of resentment which mil- 
lions of Americans feel, toward the 
agencies responsible for the present 
lapse in national morality. 


_It is impossible to discuss the evils 
of liquor and contemplate the disinte- 
gration of the Nation’s character with- 
out turning one’s thoughts toward the 
White House — the residence which 
should set a high, a noble example to 
the Nation as a whole. But what do 
we find? 

We find the First Lady of the land 
saying: “The average girl of today fac- 
es the problem of learning, very young, 
how much she can drink of such things 
as whiskey and gin, and sticking to the 
proper quantity.” 


Under the date of February 2, 1939, 
the following news item was sent out 
of Washington, by NEA service: 


“Ginger Rogers, the dancer, invited 
to the White House for a performance, 
was presenting a rather sedate tango 
for the President and his guests. ‘Come 
on, Ginger’, the President urged, ‘give 
us a dance like the ones you do in the 
movies.’ The actress broke into some 
fast and fancy stepping, raising her 
skirts distinctly above her knees. ‘Well, 
you asked for it’, she cried, looking at 
the President. ‘Well, I’m taking it! 
replied F. D. R. with a big grin.”

It was more than four years ago that 
Dr. and Mrs. Morris began praying 
earnestly for an opportunity to present 
the message of Christian morality over 
ether waves. On Christmas day, 1935, 
Mr. W. E. Branch, manager of XEPN, 
the super-power broadcasting station at 
Eagle Pass, invited Dr. Morris to come 
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down to the border and begin a series 
of programs. 


He was to make two broadcasts daily, 
for a period of thirty days. At the 
end of that time, expressions of appre- 
ciation had so deluged station offices, 
that “The Voice of Temperance” was 
invited to continue. Since that time, 


he has established the reputation of. 


being America’s great opponent of the 
liquor interests. 


During the broadcast season, which 
covers October to April, Dr. Morris re- 
ceives letters numbering into the thou- 
sands, expressing thanks for the work 
he is doing. Scores of these heart- 
warming messages tell of homes saved, 
lives salvaged and hopes restored, be- 
cause men and women have been in- 
spired to give up drink and travel the 
path of cleanliness and sobriety. 


It was the pleasure of this writer to 
attend a temperance rally recently, 
where Dr. Morris was the speaker. At 
the close of the address, delivered be- 
fore a packed house, an interview was 
granted. At that time, permission was 
given to quote from three such letters, 
—" he had received a short time be- 

ore. ... 


From a man in Missouri: “I just feel 


like writing and telling you how much ° 


good you have done for me. I was an 
awful man until a year ago. It was 
then I began listening to your radio 
broadcasts. I am the father of eight 
children. In recent years, I have never 
known a. sober breath. In a drunken 
moment, I killed a man and was lodged 
in jail. When I got out, a friend in- 
sisted that I listen to your broadcast. 
. .. I haven’t touched a,drop of liquor 
since I have been listening to you.” 


From a mother: “My son drank be- 
fore he heard your Voice of Temper- 
ance programs, but now he never does. 
He has listened to you, almost all of 
your four years on the air. ‘He is all 
I have in this world, and I can’t thank 
you enough for what you have done 
for - him.”

are now living clean, happy lives, 
thanks to the Voice of Temperance.” 


To say that this man is proud of 
such letters would be to put it mildly. 
He carries a pocket full of them wher- 
ever he goes. 


And while he revels in the knowledge 
of helping individuals to find them- 
selves morally and spiritually, he also 
keeps the thought of the economic 
waste of liquor ccenstantly before his 
hearers and readers. In a recent ar- 
ticle for “The National Voice”, he drop- 
ped this remark: “Under Prohibition 
bank deposits mounted, farms and 
homes were bought and improved, 
churches sprang up, and full dinner- 
pails took the place of beer-buckets. 
Wives rejoiced because of sober. hus- 
bands.” 


Aside from his radio activities, Dr. 
Morris is Associate Editor and field 
representative for the oldest Prohibi- 
tion newspaper in the United States — 
“The National Voice”, which is just 
entering its 69th year. Miss Ethel 
Hubler edits this journal, the editorial 
offices of which are located at 126 West 
Third, Los Angeles. 


Dr. Morris is a Texan — a fighting 
Texan. In his veins flows the blood of 
the pioneer; the man who blazes new 
trails and manifests originality of 
thought and deed; the crusader whose 
forebears helped drive the invaders 
back, accompanied with shouts of “Re- 
member the Alamo”. And it is also 
true, that he may say, like the com- 
manding officer of the Alamo fortress: 
“Pp, S. — The Lord is on our side”.

Dr. Morris is anything but a senti- 
mentalist. He is a practical man — a 
man with a scientific turn of mind, ac- 
customed to analyzing things down to 
their root causes. He makes science 
to constantly serve him as he pegs his 
facts systematically in broadcasts, ser- 
mons, lectures and editorials. 


According to the ‘Voice of Temper- 
ance”, chemists know that the alcohol 
used as a beverage, such as wine, beer, 
whiskey, and gin, is ethyl or grain al- 
cohol.

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Ethyl alcohol is composed of carbon, 
oxygen, and hydrogen, and may be oxi- 
dized in the human body. Thus it has 
been argued by some that it is a food 
because the oxidation produces energy. 
It has been also pointed out that 
Strychnine, a violent poison, is oxidiz- 
ed in the body, but it surely can not 
be considered a food. 


A food is a substance taken into the 
body to build new and repair worn out 
tissue, and to furnish energy. A stimu- 
lant is an agent which produces a tem- 
porary increase in vital activity of any 
part of the organism, or goads a mus- 
cle, a nerve, or an organ to extreme 
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effort. 


A narcotic depresses the central 
nervous system, the brain, the spinal 
cord, paralyzing to a greater or less 
degree both sensory, and motor areas; 
it stupefies and may deprive its vic- 
tim of consciousness. Therefore, al- 
cohol must, in the last analysis, be clas- 
sified as a narcotic. 

It was Baron Liebig, the noted Ger- 
man chemist, who said: “We can prove 
with mathematical certainty, that as 
much flour as can lie on the point of a 
table knife, is more nutritious than 
eight quarts of the best Bavarian beer.”

NOW that the subject of Jewish 

control is in the open, on the

To Colonel E. N. Sanctuary, a fun- 
damental Baptist, the Christian public 
now becomes indebted for a book which 
contains a large number of translated 
quotations from The Talmud, together 
with an accurate statement of its his- 
tory, construction and general contents. 


This book, which is certain to become 
a priceless addition to many a Chris- 
tian library, bears the following title: 
“The Talmud Unmasked — the Secret 


Rabbinical Teachings Concerning 
Christians”. The translation was ori- 
ginally prepared in the year 1892, by 
Rev. I. B. Pranaitis, a Roman Catholic 
Priest, Master of Theology and Pro- 
fessor of the Hebrew Language at the 
Imperial Ecclesiastical Academy in old 
St. Petersburg, Russia. It was releas- 
ed April 13, 1892, with the Imprimatur 
of the Archbishop. 


Saw Storm Approaching 


Back in those days, prior to the Jew- 
ish-Bolsheviki revolution, there were 
Russian leaders who had a knowledge 
of the secret preparations which were 
being made, for the ultimate destruc- 
tion of the Empire.

The year 1905 found Sergius A.

And it is only now 
when I fear it may be too late, that I 
have succeeded in publishing my work, 
hoping to put on their guard, those who 
still have ears to hear and eyes to see.

rises over our degenerate world as that 
of Satan, with his power and his ter- 
rors; the King born of the blood of 
Zion — the Antichrist — is about to 
mount the throne of universal empire. 


“Only the light of Christ and His 
holy Church Universal can fathom the 
abyss of Satan and disclose the extent 
of its wickedness.” 


Thus Nilus envisioned the Commun- 
ist revolution twelve years prior to the 
revolution. The reds took his life when 
they came to power. 


Rev. I. B. Pranaitis was likewise 
cognizant of the approaching storm and 
apparently conceived it a duty, to ex- 
pose the roots of the problem by mak- 
ing known the secret contents of The 
Talmud. Here is what he wrote: 


“KIND READER: In this work I 
have quoted from only a very few of 
the Talmudic books which refer to the 
Christians. For the sake of brevity, 
and to spare your sensitive soul, I 
omitted many others which could have 
been included. These texts, however, 
which I have quoted should be suffi- 
cient to demonstrate how false are the 
statements of the Jews when they claim 
that there is nothing in the Talmud 
which teaches hatred and enmity for 
Christians. 


“If it revolted you, Christian reader, 
to study the horrible blasphemies in 
this book, do not vent your anger on me. 
I did not state in the beginning that I 
was going to narrate something plea- 
sant, but merely to show you what the 
Talmud really teaches about Christians, 
and I do not think I could have done 
so in a more suitable way. 


“T realize, however, that, since the 
truth does not please everyone, there 
are many who will become my enemies 
for thus having borne witness to the 
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truth. And I have been reminded of 
this, both by the laws of the Talmud 
itself which threatens death to ‘trait- 
ors,’ and more so, by the warnings of 
those who have had experience of the 
actions which Jews take against those 
who make known things which are not 
favorable to them. They all foretold 
that I would perish at the hands of 
the Jews. 


“In trying to prevent me from going 
ahead with my work, some begged me 
to remember the faiz of Professor 
Charini, who was suddenly killed after 
he had undertaken to translate the Tal- 
mud into the vernacular. 


“The book you now hold in your hand 
is the best proof that I did not heed 
these warnings of my friends. I con- 
sidered it unworthy of me to keep silent 
just for the sake of my own personal 
safety while the conflict rages between 
the two camps of ‘Semites’ and ‘Anti- 
Semites,’ both of which claim they are 
fighting for the truth, while I know 
that the whole truth is not to be found 
in either camp. 


“But whatever befalls me because 
of what I have done, I shall gladly suf- 
fer it. I am prepared to lay down my 
life — THAT I MAY BEAR WIT- 
wee TO THE TRUTH: (John 18,

Parallelism-U.S.S.R. and U.S.A.

I WAS born on the Dniepe-: River 
in the Ukraine, South Russia, 
near the Dnjeprostroy electrical 
works, built by American engi- 
neers. 2 


I have been in frequent touch with 
friends and relatives in Russia both 
before and since the revolution, as well 
as with many refugees of my own kin 
who lived there through the World 
War, the revolution and the present 
regime to date. My information, there- 
fore, is not propaganda based on what 
I have read in books or derived from 
delegates and tourists invited to the 
U.S.S.R. 


To give a better understanding of ac- 
tual facts, I present a brief background 
of Russia while it was under the rule 
of the Czar. 


Russia was made up of a Slavonic 
race, 85 per cent peasants; 80 per cent 
of these were illiterate, and 75 per cent 
tillers of the soil. The remaining 15 
per cent were of the upper and middle 
classes, some of them being of other 
races. The Government had passed 
from absolute monarchy to at least a 
partial representative system — a con- 
stitutional plan with an elective body 
called the Duma. 


Russia is rich in natural resources. 
Great strides in the development of 
commerce, finance, manufacture, mill- 


ing, mining and education had taken 
place during the last forty years be- 
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fore the war. Russia exported wheat, 
flour, wool, lumber, coal, hides, fish, 
furs, livestock, vodka and tobacco. In 
1910 she exported 23 million tons of 
wheat. The State Bank had the larg- 
est gold reserve of any bank in the 
world. 


In 1917, the Czar tried to make a 
separate peace, and was forced to ab- 
dicate because of pressure brought to 
bear from the Allies, the international- 
ists, and from Russian war lords. Ker- 
ensky was placed at the head of a new- 
ly formed Republic which was pro- 
claimed and promptly recognized by the 
United States, and the nation took up 
arms again. There were fugitives from 
justice under the Czar, and certain 
prisoners were granted amnesty by the 
Kerensky Government. 


At this psychological moment Lenin 
from Switzerland and Leon Trotsky 
from New York were supplied with 
enormous sums of money by interna- 
tional financiers to overthrow the Rus- 
sian Republic. An underground organ- 
ization had been boring from within 
for years; leaflets had been scattered 
promising peace to the army, land to 








the peasants, bread for the poor, etc. 


One day soldiers entered the Duma, 
told the representatives of the people 
to stop talking and ordered the mem- 
bers to return home. Those in the ar- 
my likewise were told to stop fighting 
and to go to their families. The pri- 
sons were opened and criminals im- 
mediately started roaming the streets 
and public places. 


These elements joined hands and 
formed revolutionary armies which 
stalked through the land pillaging, loot- 
ing, destroying, torturing, killing and 
committing unspeakable atrocities 
against women and girls. Death, fam- 
ine and disease spread like wild fire. 
These criminal elements became palms 
in the hands of the hidden masters who 
had bored like termites under the sur- 
face. 

Outside Interference 

Three generals, Denikin, Kolchak, 
and Wrangel, with others, were trying 
to restore order. English and French 
soldiers also were helping, when sud- 
denly the foreign troops were with- 
drawn and the whole army under these 
generals were left to their fate. They

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were eventually overcome and massa- 
cred in tens and hundreds of thousands 
— yes, millions were slaughtered. 


This placed Lenin, Trotsky and the 
Bolshevik regime in power. These de- 
stroyers have remained in control, un- 
der the name of Communism, to date. 
Who was responsible for the orders 
being given to remove the soldiers of 
foreign Powers? This act was re- 
sponsible for turning the Country over 
to the reds. 


It can readily be seen that the revo- 
lution was brought about from the out- 
side, and not by the Russian people. 
The agitators promised them every- 
thing: peace, bread, land, freedom — 
and what did they get? What do they 
have today? .. . forced labor, a bit of 
black bread each day, a dried herring, 
maybe a vegetable, or grass soup, for 
a hard day’s work on a Collective farm, 
at the factory or in the mines and lum- 
ber camps of the Arctic region. 


Russia has become a vast prison. Ev- 
ery vestige of industry, land, private 
business, homes and personal property 
has been liquidated. That means that 
these have all been taken from the 
people without a penny in return. Thus 
there is no private ownership in Rus- 
sia. 


In 1925 more than six million peo- 
ple died of starvation in the Ukraine 
alone. In 1933 more than six millions 
more died. It was politically so in- 
tended, condemning millions to death 
that the rulers might have more wheat 
to dump on foreign markets, to get 
more money for propaganda purposes 
and for war materials. The lands, too, 
were not producing as they should. This 
was because of poor government man- 
agement. 


The Five Year Plans have been 
schemes to exterminate Christian peo- 
ple and to establish a few works for 
propaganda purposes. Land is not prop- 
erly cultivated. Much of the soil is 
in weeds, buildings are dilapidated or 
destroyed and many live in dugouts. 


A model factory, a model farm, a 
model school, model stores and a few 
well-fed and well-dressed people are 
stationed in the path of tourists. 
Laughing children photographed while 


dancing around Stalin, who is showing 
a big smile — all this planned to off- 
set impressions created of him as the 
Man of Steel and of the horrible whole- 
sale executions ordered daily through- 
out Russia. 


Physical Violence Advocated 


Communism is defined as follows: 
Congressional Record, Fish Commission 
Report 2290 of the Seventy-first Con- 
gress. A world-wide political organiza- 
tion advocating: 


(1) Hatred of God and the Chris- 
tian religion. 


(2) Destruction of private property. 


(3) Absolute and racial equality; 
promotion of class hatred. (Social and 
racial equality means equality in pov- 
erty, and slavery for all nationalities 
except Jews. The Author.) 


(4) Revolutionary propaganda 
through the Communist International 
stirring up| Communist activities in 
foreign countries in order to cause 
strikes, riots, sabotage, bloodshed and 
civil war. 


(5) Destruction of all forms of rep- 
resentative government or republican 
governments, including all civil liber- 
ties such as freedom of speech, of the 
press, or assembly or religion and no 
trial by jury. 


(6) The ultimate and final objective 
is by means of world revolution to es- 
tablish the dictatorship of the so-called 
Proletariat into one world Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics, with the 


Capital at Moscow. 


Lenin himself, when asked at the 
Twelfth Congress of the Red Party, 
what were the principles of action on 
which Communism relied, answered: 
“Murder, destruction, not a stone to be 
left in its place if its removal should 
be to the advantage of the revolution.” 


This same Lenin writes: “If tomor- 
row your voting power should be tak- 
en away, a rifle and a quick-firer of 
the most modern type will be put into 
your hands, then take these weapons 
of murderous destruction and do not 
pay attention to sentimental blubber- 
ers who are afraid of war. In the world 
there are still many things left that 
call for extermination by fire and 
sword. And when a revolutionary state 





of affairs is created, be prepared to use 
your effective weapons of murder and 
destruction against your government, | 
The murder of informers, policemen, 
gendarmes, dynamiting of police sta- 
tions, liberation of prisoners, confisca- 
tion of state funds to pay for the revo- 
lution — every section of the revolu- 
tionary army must be prepared at a 
moment’s notice to undertake this 
WOrk. 


Do you hear that Uncle Sam? The 
same elements that destroyed Russia 
are at work here. 


Zinovieff (real Jewish name Apfel- 
baum) in his own Gazette, official or- 
gan of the Petrograd Soviet, said: 


PROPHETIC PROSPECTS 
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“We shall render our hearts cruel, 
ruthless; pitiless, so that mercy does 
not penetrate them and so that they 
shudder not before an ocean of enemy. 
blood. We will open the sleuces of 
that bloody tide. Without mercy and 
without pity, we will drown them in 
their own blood.” 


The North Commune, Petrograd, 
September 18, 1918, reported Zinovieff 
as saying: ‘We shall win: out of the 
Russian population, 90 million people 
are already under the domination of 
Soviets. The rest of the people we will 
exterminate.” 


Fruits of Revolution 


Conditions in Russia today are so 
terrible that it is with difficulty that 
people can be convinced of their real- 


_ ity. Contrary to a popular Soviet 


phrase, there is no such thing as Russia 
Today. The Country has become a por- 
tion of an international system. You 
cannot pronounce the word “Russia” 
in the Soviet Union without facing ar- 
rest. Russia is not ruled by native 
Russians but by foreign people, Jews 
of anti-Christian sentiments. 


Because of the dissolution of mar- 
riage laws and the State owning and 
controlling the children, and because 
of parents torn asunder and banished, 
there were in 1917 over eight million 
children running around homeless and 
lawless. Today they are gathered by 
red officials into camps far from the 
railroads. Those who are not normal 
or afflicted with infectious disease, are 
killed. Sixty per cent of the youth are 
afflicted with venereal disease. 


The greatest hardships are for the 
young girls. Because of this, marriage 
was made not binding. Achievement 
in Russia amounts to enslavement of 
women, forced labor, family life vir- 
tually extinct, marriage not binding, 
children the property of the State, 
churches destroyed, worship and Bibles 
forbidden, priests and preachers and 
missionaries killed. It is appalling that 
Russia should be claiming friendship 
for democracy while exterminating all 
who do not accept Communism! 


I have lately talked with a promi- 
nent clergyman, a missionary to the 
Russians for many years, who suffer- 
ed imprisonment and torture a number 
of times. Just last year, by interven- 
tion of foreign powers, his wife was 
allowed to leave Russia and is now in 
Switzerland physically ruined. He told 
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me that in one district alone, 3200 girls 
from 14-years of age and up, were tak- 
en out of their homes and villages, and 
carried off to the army in the hills, 
to be sacrificed for the passions of the 
red beasts. 


This missionary’s son-in-law was ex- 
iled for five years near the Arctic 
Circle. He became a bookkeeper. Be- 
tween 1931 and 1932 he saw over a mil- 
lion people shoved under the ice after 
they had been overcome by the hard- 
ships of forced labor. Is this the goal 
that the radical elements, led by Jews, 
hope to reach in the United States? 


Russians Pray for Help 


After seven months of torture in pri- 
son he said that his wife was sent with 
1500 other wives and men of the labor- 
ing class, to the Chinese border. Only 
18 of them came back alive. Of him- 
self, he said he had been sent to a pri- 
son without court trial of any kind. 
Relatives seldom learn where or dare 
try to find out, what becomes of their 
loved ones. After two months of bru- 
tal treatment the prisoner either suf- 
fers death or is exiled into forced labor 
camps. 


“What is happening in these prisons 
will never be read in books,” said the 
missionary. “The toilets in the prisons 
are open cesspools. I was one of many 
hung into the human refuse, an ordeal 
from which many died. The second 
time when I was condemned to 
death, I was saved by intervention 
of the British Government.” There are 
torture chambers in these prisons from 
which cries and groans and shots are 
heard day and night, bv the prisoners. 


“These experiences are so terrible I 
hate to tell them,” he said. “They were 
so diabolical that only the demon-pos- 
sessed could invent them.” Under his 
observation, men were placed alive into 
boxes and covered, then live rats put in 
to eat out their vital organs. 


Russia is a prison, a death chamber. 
It is picketed with barbed-wire and 
sharpshooters who are not facing out 
toward a foe, but in toward their own 
citizens. They do not want the hor- 
rors told to the outside world. They 
want to use the last drop of the vic- 
tim’s blood from slave labor. 


Ninety per cent of the inhabitants 
of Russia are praying for some foreign 
country to attack the U.S.S.R. and set 
them free. Many have joined the army 
for the bread they can get, and would 
gladly lay down their arms if protec- 
tion came from an outside power. 


Since the overthrow of the United 
States government is being plotted by 
Communism, let us ask ourselves — 
are we ready to endure the foregoing 
conditions in North America? This is 
a question for people in the United 
States and Canada to ponder. 
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Deception Through the Press 


How far Communism has placed its 
tentacles into every sphere of human 
endeavor is obscure to the average 
American. Few have any conception 
of the extent that this Communist ve- 
nom has penetrated America’s relig- 
ious, social, financial and political life 
through camouflage and deception. 


Those millions who have died in Rus- 
sia were mostly of the farmer and 
working classes, who had hoped to ac- 
quire the form of government promis- 
ed them, but got instead, the most bru- 
tal dictatorship ever known. They were 
betrayed by lies like those used in be- 
traying the people of the United States.

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While the people send Gentiles to Con- 
gress, the power to appoint and fill of- 
fices, has been given to others who are 
careful to place Jews where the au- 
thority to operate branches of govern- 
ment actually exists. 


This is true of diplomats abroad and 
heads of departments at home. It is 
also true, of the American money sys- 
tem which was created by a German 
Jew, who was responsible for the Fed- 
eral Reserve Act. It is true of indus- 
try, radio and newspapers, into which 
Jewish money has penetrated deeply. 
It is true of the movies and the stage, 
where Jews are in supreme authority. 
It is true of Modernistic pulpits where 
the teachings of Judaism are given in 
the name of Christian thought. 


God Save America 


The question is, do we want Bolshe- 
viki-Communism in America? If not, 
turn about face and quit giving aid and 
sympathy for it. Why import radicals, 
and why not deport undesirables? Have 
you heard of the U.S.S.R. inviting Jew- 
ish refugees, where the Jews rule and 
our Communist orators brag about Rus- 
sia being one-sixth of the globe in 
area?

Into one of these huts wandered a 
lonely teen-age boy just out of a Chris- 
tian home. Night after night found him 
there because it was the nearest ap- 
proach to his own, oft-remembered, 
family fireside that he could find. 
Kent, as he was called, grew up in 
a patriotic atmosphere and was al- 
ways thrilled when he heard the fa- 
miliar, incomparable lines of the Star 
Spangled Banner and he longed, oh 
how much he did long, to be able to 
let graceful fingers glide rhythmically 
over the ivories. 


List to the words and try to catch 
the spirit of the composer as Kent 
never failed to do, the words burning 
themselves into his soul, at which times 
he was fervently glad to be an Ameri- 
can; proud of a Country which chose 
for its motto “In God Is Our Trust”: 
O—say can you see, by the dawn’s early light, 
What so proudly we hail’d at the twilight’s last 
gleaming? 

Whose broad stripes and bright stars thro’ the 
perilous fight, 

O’er the ramparts we watched were so gallantly 

streaming? 

And the rocket’s red glare, the bombs bursting 
in air, 

Gave preof thro’ the night that our flag was 
still there. 
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On and on dragged the bloody war. 
But never did Kent lose his desire to 
play the piano. One day, long after he 
had learned to pick out the tunes of his 
favorite songs with one finger, he could 
withstand the urge no longer—and hit 
and miss it must be!—he began to keep 
time with his left hand, striking bass 
keys at random, in spite of the terrible 
discord. From then on, the ice was 
broken and Kent determined to learn 
correct harmony for his treble notes. 


“As far as the time—whole, half and 
quarter notes is concerned,” he would 
often say to himself, “I need not be con- 
cerned, for if I can sing a song by ear, 
I can play the same song with only my 
sense of hearing to detect the time.” 


The war was over. By the early 
twenties, Kent had returned to Hous- 
ton, Texas, his home town. He had 
taught himself to play the piano by 
the use of the chords in the various 
scales, with which he supplied his own 
bass accompaniment, thereby, forming 
the basis of a new method designed to 
meet the need of underprivileged peo- 
ple, without taking up the stereotyped 
lessons, indispensable as they may be 
for those seeking to make a career of 
music. 

Should a person, destined to earn a 
livelihood by the sweat of his brow, be 
denied the pleasure and scope craved 
and needed, to experiment with music 
along personal lines? Emphatically 
NO! Kent had vowed. 


“How in that case was music ever 
developed in the first place,” he mused, 
“they had no prescribed curriculum 
then and they need none now.” 


He wrinkled his brow as he set out 
to perfect a short system whereby 
countless thousands in precisely his 
same predicament, could afford to re- 
lease their emotions and express them- 
selves by means of ivory-colored keys 
and _ silver-toned strings, not only in 
loyalty and patriotism to Country but 
in sacred worshipful praise to the Lord. 
It was at this time, that Kent decided 
to take lessons which proved to him— 
contrary to common belief—that a self- 
taught student of music was not at all 
handicapped. 
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Thus did Kent perfect his instruction 
book which he duly called The Piano 
In A Nutshell. The name has proved 
very appropriate to the complete 
Course that the book contains. He se- 
cured P. O, Box 1906 at the Houston, 
Texas, Postoffice anda permit to oper- 
ate under the firm name of the Fair- 
view Music Company, since his home 
was in the Fairview section of the 
South’s second largest metropolis. 


Immediately, thereafter he began 
telling Defender Readers about his 
Course and many have become better 
equipped and more efficient Christian 
workers, as a result.

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‘TaSEE hundred years ago Europe 
was in the misery and turmoil of 
a war of the theologies. Ecclesiastical 
dictators, aided and abetted by narrow 
and pliant monarchs, were in a fierce 
struggle with each other for the privi- 
lege of binding the minds and con- 
sciences of devout Christians in a 
straight-jacket of religious bigotry.

On more than one occasion this 
writer has stood on the rock-bound 
shores of New England and endeavored 
to visualize the coming of the Chris- 
tians.

When the vision traveled 
to the westward, William Penn and 
his gentle Quakers could be seen making 
a lasting peace with the Indians. And 
in it all could be seen the hand of the 
Lord, and understanding came as to 
why our nation grew and prospered; 
for it is certain that all those heroic 
Christian pioneers put their trust in 
God.

And so when 
they came to frame their organic law, 
they placed in that immortal document 
a guaranty of religious liberty so that 
man might worship as conscience dic- 
tated, no matter what his creed or be- 
lief. 


Ours A Christian Nation 


It is not Brahminism, Buddhism, Con- 
fucianism, Mohammedism or Judaism 
that built and ordered this great and 
free nation. It was Christians who 
built it and the spirit of Christianity 
that has ever been its philosophy and 
guiding star. For instance, even by 
the time our Constitution was adopted 
there were but four thousand Jews in 
America, although in the next century 
and a half the Jewish population rose 
to at least five million, if not more. 
Ours was the first of modern nations 
to take the Jew from his ghetto and 
give him social equality and equality 
before the law. And here the Jew has 
had peace and prosperity such as he 
never experienced anywhere else in all 
the history of his race, not even in his 
ancient Palestine where he was hedged 
about by fierce and relentless enemies. 
And so Christian Americanism has been 
the greatest boon that has ever come 
to the sons of Abraham in forty cen- 
turies. ;

icans do not ask or expect Jews to 
adopt Christianity as their religion, nor 
do they ostracize or criticize the Jew 
for worshiping in his synagogue. Most 
Christians more or less glory in the old 
Hebrew religion as a forerunner of 
their own. But when Jews so far for- 
get their kindly and just treatment in 
this Christian land as to take the lead 
in every subversive movement for its 
overthrow; when they carry on continu- 
al agitation against our economic sys- 
tem and our form of government in 
their open forums and conclaves of 
their rabbis; when we find more Jews 
than any other nationality in the ranks 
of the Communists, and the deferiders 
of nearly all radical criminals to be 
Jewish lawyers; and when Jewish 
moving-picture magnates are found to 
be infiltrating nearly all their recent 
pictures with the poison of radicalism, 
no honest and sensible Jew or Chris- 
tian need longer wonder at the rising 
tide of anti-Semitism in America. And 
the more the Jews smear honest critics 
and chroniclers who point out patent 
shortcomings; the more Jews seek to 
stifle all mention in the public press 
of criminal activities of individual 
Jews; the more truckling politicians, 
seeking Jewish votes, and publishers, 
dominated by Jewish advertising-con- 
trol, abuse as anti-Semites, Fascists 
and Nazis, those Christian Americans 
who dare to raise their voices against 
Jewish subversive activities, just that 
much higher will rise the tide of anti- 
Semitism in this land.

Christian seeks the truth, he is only ° 


following the instructions of his Mas- 
ter: “Ye shall know the truth and the 
truth shall make you free.” Surely it 
is not anti-Semitism to seek the truth. 
Or is it? 


Of course, all Jews are not bad 
any more than all professed Christians 
are good. There are many thousands 
of. decent Jews, and in their hands lies 
the future welfare of Jewry in Amer- 
ica: The Jew can get along in peace and 
security in this Christian land, if he 
will keep his nose clean and separate 
his sheep from his goats. If the out- 
sider is forced to make that separa- 
tion, the operation is sure to be quite 
painful.

When the early builders of this na- 
tion came to adopt the Constitution as 
a bulwark and guaranty of the new 
liberties, new democracy and new con- 
cepts of religious tolerance that had 
burgeoned into luxuriance on this con- 
tinent under the nurturing care of the 
Christian pioneers, no two names stood 
out in greater prominence or deserve 
greater credit, than that of Thomas 
Jefferson and that of Benjamin Frank- 
lin, the first American philosopher. 


Jefferson wished to be remembered 
as the author of the Declaration of In- 
dependence and as father of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia; but perhaps a 

ater and more far-reaching serv- 
ice to mankind was rendered in the 
Statute of Virginia, guaranteeing relig- 
ious liberty. Jefferson was its author. 
Jefferson has often been referred to 
as a radical, but he was not a radi- 
cal. Radicalism is abnormal; conserva- 
tism is normal. Liberty, democracy 
and religious freedom had been tried 
for generations on this continent, and 
found to be good; and Jefferson simply 
crystallized into law the essence of the 
Scriptural injunction to “hold fast to 
that which is good.” That’s exactly 
what conservatism means. Jefferson 
was a true conservative. 


When the founding fathers had 

thered in Philadelphia in 1787 to 
Game the Constitution they wrangled 
for weeks and were about to adjourn in 
discouragement and disgust, when the 
venerable Benjamin Franklin arose and 
moved that the deliberations of the con- 
vention be thereafter opened with 
prayer and that divine guidance be 
sought from the God of nations. It is 
related that from that hour forth 
felicity and harmony ruled the conven- 
tion that gave us our matchless Consti- 
tution, which the great English states- 
man Gladstone pronounced to be the 
greatest document ever struck off at 
a given time by the hand of man. 


Several generations later, when the 
nation had expanded and grown, and 
when American white men began to 
wonder whether it was Christian and 
just to hold black men in bondage, and 
when a great civil conflict had all but 
rent the nation in twain, Abraham 
Lincoln, the Great Emancipator, in the 
darkest hour of that conflict, set aside 
a day of national prayer and called 
upon the people to supplicate the Most 
High for idance in their hour of 
greatest tribulation. 


Jefferson, Franklin and Lincoln, who 
did so much to guarantee our civil and 
religious liberties, were not even church 
members and were indifferent to the 
forms and ritualism of the denomina- 
tions, although no three other men ever 
did more than they to make Christian 
Americanism the guiding spirit of this 
great land as it was the guiding philos- 
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ophy of their own great and distin- 
ished lives. Jefferson, Franklin and 
incoln may be truly called Christian 
Fellow-Travelers. 


Bible Christians, whether Catholics 
or Protestants, never apologize for or 
try to’ explain away the Bible as the 
Modernists do, and the Constitution of 
the United States of America is sacred 
to them—next to the Bible. And all 
this holds true for the Christian fellow- 
travelers, who are to be numbered in 
the hundreds of thousands, if not mil- 
lions. These three groups enumerated 
are a unit in their devotion to Christian 
Americanism, which is being attack- 
ed so subtlely by fellow-travelers of 
altogether a different stripe, and of 
whom something will be said a little 
further along. 


Today Europe is in the misery and 
turmoil of a War Of The Ideologies. 
In some ways this present war is simi- 
lar to the War Of The Theologies of 
three hundred years ago. Both have 
sought to straight-jacket the minds and 
souls of men; and both equally en- 
gender destructive hate. The present 
misery and turmoil started in the red 
revolution of Russia about twenty-two 
years ago, which was quickly turned 
into the great Red Terror, in which 
two million Christians were tortured 
and slain, simply because they were 
Christians. 


False Antidotes For Communism — 


When the keepers of the Great Red 
Beast had gotten their communistic 
murder mill in good working order in 
Russia, they endeavored to transplant 
their doctrines in Italy. This was met 
by Mussolini. with the inverition of 
Fascism as an antidote. “Like Com- 
munism, Fascism is totalitarian—one 
party, one boss and he a dictator; with 
state worship as the spiritual function 
of the citizen.

rattlesnake. As an antidote for the rat- 
tlesnake bite of Communism, Fascism 
was invented in Italy and Nazism in 
Germany. But now we see the anti- 
dotes becoming almost as deadly and 
poisonous as the original snakebite. In 
reality the rattlesnake of Cornmunism, 
the water-moccasin of Fascism and the 
copperhead of Nazism are about equal- 
ly deadly to democracy and individual 
liberty. The Fascists and Nazis openly 
condemn all democracies and the demo- 
cratic idea. The Communists pay 
hypocritical lip-service to mecca mess 
but what they mean by democracy,/is 
not what we mean by democracy.” We 
mean rule by a_ majority” that 
scrupulously guards the rights of the 
minority. What the Communists mean 
is a democracy that begins with mob- 
ocracy and ends in an autocracy in 
which the minority is enslaved or 
“liquidated.” Communism is a wily 
serpent. 


Transplanting Isms In America 


The War Of The Ideologies has 
reached our shores and is raging with 
great excitement, if not violence. This 
transplanting of ideological war to the 
United States began so soon after the 
World War closed as the Russian Bol- 
sheviks could effect propaganda organ- 
izations and hire agitators and enlist 
fanatical dupes. The Communist Party 
in this Country was organized in 1919, 
and was composed at that time of ex- 
treme Socialists, I. W. W. racketeers, 
professional pacifists and draft dodg- 
~~ atheists and haters of law and or- 

er. 


They were backed up with vast slush 
funds from Russia, realized from the 
crown jewéls and jewels confiscated 
from the nobility, together with the 
Russian gold reserve of $800,000,000.- 
00. As the Bolsheviks were to build a 
Communistic paradise in Russia, such 
a vile thing as capitalistic money would 
be of no use to them at home, but could 
be used to entice youth, beguile the 
proletariat and corrupt the venal in 
other nations, most particularly in the 
United States, which they envied most 
and hated most, because of the great 
success of capitalism here, which is 
their pet antipathy, and because Chris- 
tian Americanism with its ethics and 
morals is the greatest handicap to the 
success of Communism in the world. 


_ The Bolsheviks early saw that they 
could never conquer the world for Com- 
munism until they had overcome 
Christian Americanism and the Amer- 
ican system of free enterprise. Against 
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these two great bulwarks of American 
freedom and decency the Communists 
began their oblique attacks on three 
fronts: The Peace front, the Labor 
front and the Spiritual and Moral 
front. And of course, always, every- 
where, the Communists mumble the 
stilted and ponderous postulates of 
Karl Marx and preach his crackpot 
economics. But it was several years 
before the sly professors, in any ap- 
preciable numbers, began to preach the 
= insanity in the open forums—for 
are. 


The Peace Front 


Even the most patriotic of Christian 
Americans are pacifists at heart, be- 
ing adherents of the Prince of Peace, 
though to a man they are ever ready 
to defend their homes and their rights. 
But the professional pacifist hides be- 
hind the white robes of peace so as 
to get close enough to patriots to in- 
ject into them the hypodermic of radi- 
calism. Every professional pacifist is 
a radical, and for peace so long as it 
serves the purpose of Red Russia, and 
for war whenever the radical cause is 
to be served thereby. Note their ac- 
tivity in whipping up support, supplies 
and recruits for the Communist side 
in the late Spanish civil war; and their 
campaign to lash America into war 
fury against Hitler. 


The most prominent of all these radi- 
cal fake peace societies and Com- 
munistic “united front” organizations 
was and is the American League 
against War and Fascism, organized 
by radicals to play the Communistic 
game of deceit, of which Earl Browder 
was Vice President for a number of 
years, and Rev. Harry F. Ward, was 
and is its Chairman. For several years 
this organization was the leading 
medium of Communist deceit in the 
United States in fulfilling the Trojan- 
horse policy of the Communist Inter- 
national of Moscow. Finally the de- 
ceit became so plain but odorous that 
even some of the most gullible stooges 
became alarmed; and the name, though 
not the objectives and activities, of the 
American League Against War and 
Fascism was changed to the Ameri- 
can League for Peace and Democracy. 
A few of the more prominent Com- 
munists took a back seat, and a num- 
ber of radical preachers in the Federal 
Council of Churches came forward to 
carry water and clean the stable for the 
Communist Trojan horse. 


The C. I. O. Front 


On the Labor Front the old I.W.W. 
furnished fallow ground for the Com- 
munists. When the Michigan delega- 





tion to the Socialist convention in Chi- 
cago in 1919, broke away and organiz- 
ed the Communist Party, they adopted 
the I.W.W. labor policy of one big un- 
ion. For many years the American 
Federation of Labor fought the I. W. 
W. and the Communists, and fight them 
today. For a dozen years John L, 
Lewis was the most vociferous de- 
nouncer of the Communist labor policy 
—the Industrial Union. But about four 
years ago John L. Lewis “jined ’em,” 
and became the head of the C. I. 0, 
with a salary of $25,000.00 per year 
and millions of dollars in dues to 
handle. He also became the “darling” 
of the Communist Party. He even 
went to Mexico to address a com- 
munist-controlled labor convention, 
Three years ago he contributed $465,- 
000.00 to the New Deal campaign fund, 
which increased his influence with the 
powers that be in Washington in pro- 
portion to his contribution. So now 
when John L. Lewis says, “Thumbs 
up!” the “red fellow-travelers” in the 
Labor Department quickly thrust up 
their thumbs.

The Terrifying Tragedy of Drug Addiction

T was five minutes past mid- 
night, on the 2nd day of March, 
1937 . . . two husky guards stood 
grim faced with lips tightly 
drawn in that tiny chamber of 


_ death. 


The eyes of a score of newspaper 
men and official witnesses were fixed 
on a small steel door at one side of the 
little room. The door opened and a 
white faced, scared youngster, scarcely 
out of his teens was helped, almost 
dragged, to that strange looking throne 
of death. With lightning skill the 
guards strapped him into the chair, 
adjusted the electrodes to his right leg 
and head and then stepped back. 


The sheriff with face drawn by the 
strain that always accompanies such 
responsibility stood near and as_ the 
guards stepped away, he raised the 
forefinger of his right hand and an un- 
seen executioner threw the switch that 
sent the current of death, racing 
through the body of the condemned. 
The body lurched violently against the 
straps and clamps as the 1900 volts of 
electricity burned the last vestige of 
life from it. 


A curl of smoke rose from the elec- 
trode covering the top of the head and 
the sickening, nauseating odor of burn- 
ing flesh filled the room. A _ second 
shock, this time only 600 volts, to en- 
sure that death was certain and the 
body was lifted from the mechanism 
of justice eight minutes and nine sec- 
onds, from the time the death march 
began. 

But this was only the last act of a 
drama that had its beginning many 
years before, when a curly headed baby 
boy prattled on the lap of a mother who 
loved him, and saw fairy castles of ac- 


complishment, on the horizon of his fu- 
ture. But “Dope”, that loathsome, in- 
sidious habit-demon, had marked this 
bright-eyed, youngster for one of his 
million slaves, and the years were to 
see him join the shambling, shivering, 
cult of this High Priest of Insanity and 
Suffering, and finally with his brain 
crazed by “Junk” shoot an officer. 


Between this first and last act, lay 
years of shame and misery, and des- 
pair, petty stealing, panhandling, short 
stretches in jail, more stealing and rob- 
bery, driven on always by that inde- 
scribable craving for “dope”. And all 
this time a broken-hearted mother had 
looked through her tears, hoping 
against hope, that her boy would one 
day come home. She did not know 
that he was an abject slave, held in the 
vice-like grip of this octopus of hell.

And, my Christian reader ... do you 
know that we have in the United States 
today at least a million drug addicts, 
and that not less than one third of that 
number are boys and girls in their 
teens? They come from the best homes 
in the land, with the best blood flowing 
through their veins. Do you know that 
this monster “Dope” is no respecter of 
persons and that your boy or girl may 
be the next victim? 


If you live in or near a city of over 
5000 population it is almost a certainty 
that some unscrupulous person is sell- 
ing illicit narcotics in some form, to 
any and all who will join the army of 
the living dead, and even if you live 
in a smaller community, the chances 
are great that one of these pestiferous 
purveyors of pestilence is at work. 
Marijuana cigarettes, called “Reefers”, 
“Muggles”, “Mary Anns” or “Smug-

gies” are sold to High School children 
all over the United States. 


Four and a half billion (4,500,000,- 
000) of them were sold on the bootleg 
market last year. And to smoke just 
one of these cigarettes might turn a 
perfectly normal, harmless youth into 
a potential killer. Marijuana robs a 
boy or girl, not only of will power, but 
of the desire to exert will power, and 
actually makes wrong seem right, 
thereby compelling them to commit acts 
of immorality and crime otherwise un. 
dreamed. 


The desire to be “smart”, and “so- 
phisticated” leads thousands of young- 
sters to visit “Reefer Parties” and 
Marijuana definitely is a habit forming 
drug. The American “Reefer” or 
Marijuana cigarette, is exactly the 
same drug as Hashish or Indian Hemp 
and is one of the oldest and most dead- 
ly of habit forming drugs. And while 
it is devastating and destructive in it- 
self, it is also the vehicle through which 
morphine addicts and opium smokers 
are enlisted. In the underworld it is 
called “Kid Bait”. 


Step in any place along the line in 
this parade of death, whether it be to 
smoke a Reefer, snuff some cocaine or 
eat a little codeine, and you will wind 
up in that squalid, shuffling army, the 
ragged victims of the ravages of 
“dope”. I have seen them in flop hous- 
es, hundreds of them, dirty, loathsome, 
wretched wrecks of humanity and every 
one of them some mother’s boy, and 
most of them from the small towns and 
rural communities. 


Christian Action Needed 


Do you know what a “flop house” 
is? Well I’ll describe one. 


I saw such a place in one of our mid- 
western cities with six floors and six 
hundred double decked cots, accommo- 
dating twelve hundred men. Not a 
mattress in the place, they sleep with 
a few newspapers covering the springs 
and their only covers is what little 
clothing they have on their backs. 


Filth that beggars description, bed 
bugs, lice, inadequate sanitary provi- 
sions, disease of all kinds and in these 
places I have found your neighbor’s 
boy, and I will look for your boy td- 
morrow unless you, my Christian read- 
er, awake from your self-satisfied leth- 
argy and realize that you have more 
responsibility in your _ pilgrimage 
through this veil of tears than singing, 
“In the sweet bye and bye, we shall 
meet on that beautiful shore!” 


And the girls! How can I tell you 
about the girls? They pay even a more 
terrible price than the boys. 


Let me tell you about Mary. She was 
the only daughter of a devout Chris- 
tian mother and father in a small rural 
community of about 3000 population. 
Graduated from High School and then 
from the conservatory in a small city 
a few miles distant, Mary was popular 
and active in all the affairs of the lit- 
tle home town. She sang in the choir 
in the home church, and belonged to 
the community Schubert society. 


Her parents were respected, comfort- 





ably fixed, life long residents, and they 
were proud of their gifted daughter. 
However, Mary was ambitious and 
wanted to do something more in life 
than was afforded by the limited ad- 
vantages of this little community. She 
had a girl friend, a graduate from 
High School in the same class with her, 
who was now holding a very responsible 
position in Detroit. Mary wanted her 
parents to let her go to visit Eleanor 
and see if she could secure a job, and 
perhaps continue with her study of 
music. 


Finally after much thought and af- 
ter months of insistent pursuasion on 
Mary’s part they agreed. Mary went 
to visit Eleanor and had little difficul- 
ty in finding a position, and as she was 
a very beautiful girl had no trouble 
making the acquaintance of several fine 
young men. However, Eleanor was 
travelling with a fast set, and soon had 
introduced Mary to young men who 
swept her off her feet with their fine 
cars and expensive parties and elabor- 
ate gifts. 

Two and three o’clock in the morning 
was the ordinary retiring time for the 
girls, and soon this loss of sleep and 
fast life started to tell on Mary and 
she remarked one morning as she and 
Eleanor were dressing that she could 
not keep up the pace.

Eleanor laughed and said, “Here kid 


try this, and you'll feel like a million!” 
Mary watched Eleanor as she snuffed 
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the white powder and followed her ex- 
ample and did feel like a new person, 
fatigue vanished, she forgot that she 
was sleepy, couldn’t have slept if she 
wanted to.

He flew into a rage and 
ordered her out of the store and called 
her a “junker” and threatened to call 
the police.

the street, wondering where she could 
turn or what she could do, when sud- 


denly she heard footsteps behind her 


and realized that someone was 
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six-foot Negro spoke pleasantly to her 


- and taking her by the arm, pulled her 


into a stairway. Mary was terrified 
but too frightened and sick and weak to 
scream. Her fears were quickly quell- 
ed, however, as the Negro continued to 
smile and in a friendly voice said, “You 
shore most got yourself in a peck of 
trouble, Miss. I works at that drug 
store but the boss he don’t know noth- 
ing bout my business. How many do 
you want?” and thereupon he produced 
from his pocket a handful of the neat 
white checks containing the “wonder 
powder”. 


Mary bought three checks of “C” and 
three of “M”, one dollar each or six for 
five dollars. This was all Mary could 
afford that day as already with the 
added expense of living alone her 
money was scarce.

In the section of the city where those 
dens exist! 


After calling the patrol wagon and 
loading in the prisoners, the real work 
of the narcotic officers began.

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Opening The Book Of Revelation 
Rey. Clyde Stark, City Wide Tabernacle, Lincoln, Nebraska 





GTRICTLY speaking the book of 
Revelation is the one book of 
prophecy in the New Testament. 


All the prophecies spoken by the 
prophets of the Old Testament come in- 
to consummation in this book. Revela- 
tion taken as a whole is not a book of 
history—it is a book of prophecy. Its 
message was recorded about 96 A. D., 
following the death, burial, and resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ. Christ is the 
central Theme of the book. He is the 
“Lord, which is, and which was, and 
which is to come, the Almighty.” 


Verse 19 of the first chapter is the 
key passage of the book. It divides the 
Vision into three parts: Past, “the 
things which thou hast seen”. Present, 
“the things which are”. Future, “the 
things which shall be hereafter.” 


The past has to do with that part of 
the Patmos Vision which reveals the 
eternity of the Revelator — Christ, 
chapter 1. 


The present has to do with the then 
existing Seven local Churches in Asia 
Minor, chapters 2 and 8. 


The future has to do with the seven 
periods of the Church Age, chapters 
2—9; the Judgment of national Israel 
and the coming King, chapters 4—19. 


The Judgment of Satan, the Millen- 
nial Glory, the New Heavens and 
Earth, chapters 20-22. 


While in school years ago, I received 
from an instructor the following out- 
line for the book of Revelation: THE 
SEVEN SEVENS (1) Seven Churches. 
(2) Seven Seals. (3) Seven Trumpets. 
(4) Seven Personages. (5) Seven Vials. 
(6) Seven Dooms. (7) Seven New 
Things. 

God, then, turns with His testimony 
to the Church, continuing it through 
the Seven Church Periods—Ephesus, 
Smyrna, Pergamos, Thyatira, Sardis, 
Philadelphia and Laodicea. Now, that 
this long Church Age is coming to its 
close, God will again be seen dealing de- 
finitely with the Jews. The past 40 
years have been outstanding in this re- 
spect. 

The book of Daniel, of which the Re- 
velation is a complement, was ordered 
closed by the “man clothed in linen who 
was upon the waters of the river” 
(Daniel 12:4-6). There is every reason 
to believe “the man clothed in linen” 
was none other than Jesus Christ be- 
fore His incarnation. He told Daniel 
to “shut up the words and seal the 
book”, but in the sixth chapter of Rev- 
elation we see Jesus Christ opening, one 
- . time, the seals of the “seven sealed 

ook”. 


Christ continues in the book of Rev- 
elation, a further unfolding of that 
which was begun in Daniel. 


The fourth and fifth chapters of

Revelation are an introduction to the 
opening of the seven-sealed book. These 
chapters show first, the “catching 
away” of John in Spirit, into the heav- 
ens where he views the things that are 
to come upon this earth. This is typic- 
al of the Rapture of the saints on the 
eve of the Great Tribulation; and they 
show in the second place the seven- 
sealed book itself. 


Let us read chapter 1:9-18 that our 
minds may be further impressed with 
the fact that Jesus Christ is the Revel- 
ator, Who commands John to write in 
a book, the things which are shortly 
to come to pass. 


Rapture at Hand 


He makes clear the “mystery of the 
seven stars which thou sawest in my 
right hand.” The stars are the Pas- 
tors, or leaders, of the seven churches. 
“And the seven golden candlesticks”; 
these are the seven churches. Christ is 
seen walking in the midst of the 
churches giving the prophetic testi- 
mony, which is the heart and substance 
of redemption. Marvelous! 


Why it was that Jesus singled out 
seven churches in Asia Minor, may not 
be fully explained. It must be that 
these are representative, chosen for 
certain characteristics typical of the 
character of the Church of Christ, not 
only in John’s day but down through 
the centuries until the “Church which 
is his body” shall be, in a moment, in 
the twinkling of an eye, removed from 
this earth. They represent seven 
church-periods clearly defined in 
church history. In other words, the 
seven letters were so written as to di- 
vide the Church Age into seven divi- 
sions. 


The day John was told to write, the 
whole Church Period was yet future. 
We, in our day, look back through 
twenty centuries and in the light of 
church history, see seven periods clear- 
ly set off. We cannot get at these per- 
iods with the exactness that Christ saw 
them, but we can do it in an approxi- 
mate sense. We set these out as fol-

The Church at Pergamos, approxi- 
mately 316 to 590 A. D.

1517 to 1755 A. D. 

The Church at Philadelphia, approx- 
imately 1775 to 1898 A. D. 

The Church at Laodicea, approxi- 
mately 1893 to the present. 


Each of these seven divisions seem to 
show a fourfold application as suggest- 
ed by others: 

Local—To the churches actually ad- 
dressed. 

Admonitory—To all ehurches in all 
time as tests by which they may discern 
ops | iad spiritual state in the sight 
of God. 


Personal—In_ the exhortations to 
“him that hath an ear” and in the 
promises, “to him that overcometh”. 


Prophetic—As disclosing seven phas- 
es of the history of the Church from 96 
A. D. to the end. (i. e. of the second 
coming of Christ.) 


The Laodicean Age is closing. This 
brings us to the end of the third chap- 
ter of Revelation. The first verse of 
the fourth chapter says “a door was 
opened in heaven” and John heard a4 
voice saying “Come up hither”. 


As the Laodicean Age draws to a 
close, the Rapture of the Church is 
predicted to occur, at which time the 
saints will be lifted up and out of the 
earth through an open “door” into 
heaven. :

NOTHER song designed for a 

specific purpose is the one we 
present with the article for this 
month. 


We would not expect you choir lead- 
ers to include this in your formal Sun- 
day night program, but there are 
places where it will fit much better 
than any great classic you might take 
from your library. 


Here is another song of good cheer 
and optimism designed especially to 
turn the thoughts of people away from 
their sorrow, troubles and difficulties 
of this life. It was written by Mr. and 
Mrs. Brock who are associated with our 
Music Conference at Winona Lake, In- 
diana, during the month of August 
every year. ‘ 


To the faculty of the Music Confer- 
ence we bring the world’s greatest 
teachers. We have had men like Dr. 
John Finley Williamson, the director of 
the Westminister Choir School at 
Princeton; Daniel Protheroe, who was 
one of the great Welch composers and 
directors; Dan Beddoe, one of the 
world’s greatest tenors and a teacher 
in the Cincinnati Conservatory. of Mu- 
sic; Dr. Clarence Dickenson, whose an- 
thems are in the library of nearly every 
great choir; Dean McCutchan, who 
was for years the head of the Music 
Department of Depaw University; Dr. 
George Tenney, one of Chicago’s lead- 
ing choir leaders and voice teachers. 


Among those on our present faculty 
are Dr. Rollin Pease, the head of the 
Music Department of Arizona Univer- 
sity; Mr. Griffith Jones, who was the 
first man to organize and present an 
A Cappella Choir in the high schools 
of our Country; Miss Katherine Car- 
michael, a member of the Organists’ 
Guild and the organist and choir direc- 
tor of the choir of one of the country’s 
oxeaggd churches in the city of St. 

uis; Ruth Rodeheaver Thomas, 
whose voice you have heard on some of 
the major programs of the nation; Mr. 
Clyde Wolford, a director and teacher 
In Pittsburgh. I give my own time 
personally to this conference. My par- 
ticular department is to show people 

to direct the great crowds in sing- 
ing and how to properly interpret the 
beautiful Gospel] songs. 


Seme of the greatest Ministers of 
music and Choir Leaders in our Coun- 
try got the inspiration and the funda- 
mentals of their training in the con- 
ferences at Winona Lake, Indiana. This 
gathering runs simultaneously with 
the great Bible Conference, which gives 
Us an opportunity to present these 
young leaders and soloists to the public. 


Then because we have around eight 
hundred Preachers and Evangelists in 
the Bible Conference it is a great op- 
portunity to bring the supply and the 
demand together. Many Ministers and 
Evangelists have found their valuable 
helpers among the student body of our 
Music Conference at Winona Lake. We 
do study the world’s great classical 
music. We usually do one oratorio each 
season, but we concentrate particularly 
on the interpretation and proper use of 
the great hymns and Gospel songs. 


Mr. and Mrs. Brock have written 
many good Gospel songs, but this little 
one we present to you with the present 
article has caught the fancy of people 
because of its lilt and its message. It 
is the kind of a song that men love to 
sing in the Rotary Club, Kiwanis, and 
other organizations of that kind. High 
schools and groups everywhere who like 
to sing enjoy this little song. It is one 
of the songs I taught the young people 
to sing in Africa. Because of its (nice) 
melody and simple statement they could 
learn it readily. 


Here is one unusual but true story 
about this song. Mrs. Lewis, the wife 
of the missionary doctor, wrote to me 
some time after my return from Africa, 
and said, “Do you remember our par- 


rot? He used to sit on a limb of a little 
tree just above the place the native 
boys did our washing. He would listen 
attentively to their chatter and their 
songs. The boys learned your song about 
‘Sing and Smile and Pray’. One day 
the parrot disappeared. We thought he 
was gone forever because we had an 
idea that a lion or some other wild 
animal had destroyed him. A few days 
later a native boy came carrying the 
parrot back to me. I questioned him 
about where he had found the bird. 
He said, ‘I was out in the jungle. I 
thought I heard another native boy 
whistling the song Mr. Rodeheaver 
taught us to sing, “Sing and Smile and 
Pray”. I called, but the boy would not 
answer so I crept quietly through the 
jungle to find out who it was and there 
I saw the parrot up in a tree whistling 
the song’.” 


I did expect to teach the people to 
sing when I went to Africa; but, frank- 
ly, I must confess I did not expect to 
teach parrots. Just another illustra- 
tion of the universal possibilities of 
Gospel songs! 


Seriously, however, many good citi- 
zens do need to catch the spirit of this 
little song, because many of us do not 
really present the joy of our salvation. 
One of the great needs today is more 
happy Christians. This is the best 
possible recommendation to the young 
people who are considering the great 
question of serving Christ. 


So, let us all get together and begin 
to Sing and Smile and Pray the Clouds 
Away.

Solomon: A Ruler Who Began 
Well 


1 Kings $:5-14 


OLDEN TEXT: “Give therefore thy 

servant an understanding heart 

. .. that I may discern between good 
and bad”—1 Kings 3:9. 


Choosing is a test. of character. 


It is not what we get, but what we 
choose. It is not money or poverty, 
but the love of money. It is not suc- 
cess in gaining pleasure, but what we 
put first in our life, that tests us as to 
what we really are. What we have and 
what we do, often depend on many 
things outside of ourselves. What we 
— is the work of our hearts and 
wills 


Wisdom is really the best gift. Of 
what good is money to a man if he does 
not have the sense to use it well? He 
only makes himself ridiculous, and peo- 
ple talk about his folly. So it is with 
power. It is a terrible thing for a man 
to possess power without the proper 
knowledge for its use. There is no say- 
ing what dreadful things he may do.

Jeroboam: A Man With A 


Great Opportunity 
1 Kings 11:26-81, 37-40 


(ee TEXT: “In all thy ways 
acknowledge him, and he shall di- 
rect thy paths.” — Proverbs 3:6. 


We have here the first mention of 
that infamous name, Jeroboam. ‘The 
meaning of Jeroboam is “whose people 

It is true that this mon- 


lowers, yet he went down in history as 
the king “who made Israel to sin”. 


In verse 28, it is shown that Jero- 
boam was a good workman, that his 
“mighty valor” was recognized by Sol- 

As a reward, he was made an 

In this capacity, he agitated 

rebellion among the Ephrathites (the 

tribe of Israel to which he belonged) 

using the toil and taxes upon them as 
a means for stirring up trouble. 


Jeroboam was clever in the art of 
arousing hatred. His cunning tongue 
stirred up the people against Judah. 
They were caused to follow his lead- 
ership. Solomon learned of the plot and 
sought to have him put to death. Jero- 
boam fled into Egypt, where he remain- 
ed until after Solomon’s death. The 
nation of Israel became divided. Only 
the little tribe of Benjamin stood with 
Judah. The remaining tribes joined in 
anointing Jeroboam as king. 


“And will give ten tribes to thee.” 
(verse 31). The reason for this is 
clearly explained . . . not for the good 
character of Jeroboam or his just mer- 
its, but for the chastising of Solomon’s 
apostasy. The kingdom over which Sol- 





omon had ruled. became divided for the 
reason that he had forsaken God. The 
prophet Ahijah warned Jeroboam to 
take heed, lest he sin and betray his 
responsibility in like manner. 


In this, we see the grace of God at 
work. Not by Jeroboam’s goodness, but 
by God’s grace, was he acceptable. “He 
hath not dealt with us after our sins; 
nor rewarded us according to our ini- 
quities. For as the heaven is high 
above the earth, so great is his mercy 
toward them that fear him.” 


But Jeroboam proved unworthy and 
his reign of twenty-two years’ was a 
miserable failure. Lacking in faith, 
he resorted to political trickery. Idola- 
try was introduced to accomplish his 
objectives. 


When the chain of events are recon- 
structed, they will show how one bad 
step led to another. Having rejected 
Jehovah’s will, Jeroboam no longer was 
deserving of Divine care. The children 
of Judah maintained reliance in the 
God of their fathers, while under Jero- 
boam’s kingship the ten tribes fell into 
apostasy. 

In the last analysis, unbelief was the 
root cause for all of his mistakes. Un- 
belief lies at the root of all sin. Jero- 
boam had God’s promise that if he 
would obey, God would be with him. 


However, this weak personage chose 
another course. God offered him a 
great opportunity but of his own voli- 
tion, he chose to violate the dictates of 
a righteous rule. He sinned and “made 
Israel to sin”.

Rehoboam: A Man Who Made 
A Foolish Choice 
1 Kings 12:1-5, 12-17, 20

OLDEN TEXT: “A man’s pride 
shall bring him low.” — Proverbs 
29:28. 


Solomon had a thousand wives and 
concubines, yet we read of but one son 
to bear his name and he played the 
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Israel reached the highest pinnacle 
of her grandeur under Solomon. To- 
ward the end of his reign, however, in- 
ternal elements of decay were at work. 
Accompanying this display of wealth 
and power, were oppression of the poor, 
lust, and indifference toward the things 
of God. The people were ground into 
the dust, in order to pay for the ex- 
ternal beauty in the kingdom. The ul- 
timate outcome of the split between Is- 
rael and Judah resulted in the captivity 
and dispersion of both nations. 


There are reasons to suppose that 
Rehoboam was aware of the threatened 
internal rupture of the kingdom. He 
had hoped that by going to Shechem, 
and there treating with the insurgent 
tribes, a dissolution of the nation could 
be prevented. Yet, this act proved to 
be the most injudicious thing he could 
have done. It hastened the disruption. 


It is another illustration of Reho- 
boam’s weakness of character, that he 
should have rejected the counsel of the 
older men. He preferred to accept the 
opinions of the young men with whom 
he was familiar (verse 8). 


It was extreme folly for him to rea- 
son that his young companions in sport 
and pleasure, were intellectually equip- 
ped to counsel him, in matters pertain- 
ing to affairs of State. They pleased 
Rehoboam; they appealed to his pride. 
Their advice followed the lines of his 
own desires. Thus he illustrated one 
of the proverbs of Solomon, his father: 
“He that walketh with wise men shall 
be wise; but a companion of fools shall 
be destroyed.” 


It is of consequence to young people 
today, that they choose with extreme 
caution the companions with whom they 
associate. df they consider their best 
friends, those who fire their pride, 
gratify their vanity and consent to mad 
pleasures — they are marked for ruin. 


_ The threat contained in verse 14 is 
inconceivably foolish. Passion and of- 
fended dignity, are poor guides for con- 
duct. Threats are always mistakes. It 
Never pays to answer people roughly, 
no matter how confident one may be of 
his power. If Rehoboam had wished to 
split the kingdom, he could have found

no better wedge than this blustering 
promise of tyranny. 


Rehoboam died at the age of fifty- 
eight. The Spirit’s last comment on 
this personage is significant: “And he 
did evil, because he prepared not his 
heart to seek the Lord.” 
12:14).

Asa: A Life of Trust 


2 Chronicles 14:2-12 





OLDEN TEXT: “Help us, O Je- 
hovah our God; for we rely on 
thee.” — 2 Chronicles 14:11. 


Asa endeavored to please God. Yet 
he was not without mistakes and fail- 
ures, which are frankly pointed out in 
the Scriptures (1 Kings 15:14, 18, 19 
and 2 Chronicles 16:2-10, 12). But his 
“heart was perfect with the Lord all 
his days”... his will was wholly sur- 
rendered to Jehovah, and it was his 
desire to serve Him. 


Taken as a whole, God’s estimate of 
Asa’s life, is that he “did that which 
was good and right in the eyes of the 
Lord his God.” Asa’s actions were mo- 
tivated, not with the thought of wheth- 
er men would approve of them, but 
how they would appear before Jehovah. 


A work of reformation was begun! 
Asa commanded that all forms of idol- 
atry should be abolished. Whatever was 
against pure religion and good morals 
had to go. Asa “commanded Judah to 
seek the Lord God of their fathers” 
(verse 4). 


This might be called the first great 
revival among his people, since their 
entrance into the Land. Others were 
to follow, under Joash (2 Chronicles, 
chapters 23 and 24), and under King 
Josiah (2 Chronicles, chapters 34 and 
35). It is significant that these re- 
vivals were accomplished by first abol- 
ishing all idols and images of pagan 
gods. It was also necessary to cleanse 
the Temple and the area about the Tem- 
ple, of all the wicked devices which re- 
lated to idolatry. 

It was of no consequence to remove 
the roots of pagan worship among the 
Israelites, unless true worship of Je- 
hovah was to be substituted. To re-

stitute essential truth, is to leave a 
man’s life empty and capable of greater 
sins than before. 


When presenting the Christian faith 
to young people, it is best that we do 
not insist they eliminate this and that 
from their lives. Hold up to them the 
Christ. When He is received, the false, 
the tinsel things of life, will have no 
attraction. 


Asa fortified the city. What consti- 
tutes the fortifying of a city? It is 
here stated: “Because we have sought 
the Lord our God” (verse 7). This is 
the true defense of a kingdom (Zech. 
2:5), without which all other means are 
ineffectual (Isaiah 26:9). 


Verse 11 is one of the most remark- 
able verses in the Old Testament. It 
reveals a wonderful faith and a lofty 
conception of the omnipotence of Je- 
hovah. Religious history is replete 
with instances where God’s children 
have beep delivered in moments of ad- 
versity, when they cried unto Him. One 
man with God is in a majority.

ie! the seventeenth chapter of Acts, 
Luke has set down the famous ser- 
mon which the Apostle Paul preached 
on Mars Hill. 


This place is located within a stone’s 
throw of the Acropolis—the upper for- 
tified part or citadel of a Greek city, 
On that elevation at Athens, there 
stands the famous building called the 
Parthenon. 


This is a magnificient ancient Gre- 
cian building, of Pentelic marble, with 
17 huge sentinel-like columns on 
sides. Attributed to the genius of Ic- 
tinus, it was begun about the year 447 
B. C., and completed in 438 B. C. In 
both construction and sculpture, it is 
said to have been the most perfect pro- 
duct of Athenian art when ancient 
Greece was at the zenith of her culture. 


The edifice was adorned with a 
gold and ivory statue of the goddess 
Athena ... one of the greater Olym- 
pian deities, believed wise in the in- 
dustries of peace and the arts of war. 
She was considered a patron goddess of 
Athens. 


We may imagine the fearlessness of 
the Apostle as he delivered this oration, 











standing almost in the shadow of this 


huge image. 

There he stands with arm raised 
pointing toward the statue of Athena 
blazing brilliantly in the Sun. This 
act required tremendous courage. He 


did not shrink but directed his semarks 
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straight against the mythological gods 
of Greece. 


The Apostle’s classic message em- 
braced four profound truths: He de- 
clared unto the Athenians that, in all 
things, they were too superstitious. 
Notwithstanding the wisdom of their 
philosophers, the Greeks had not dis- 
covered spiritual reality; they were 
grasping at shadows, clutching at the 
air and chasing rainbows in a frantic 
search for God and soul rest. 


Paul would have lacked characteristic 
honesty, had he not referred to his 
favorite theme — that this Man, Jesus 
the Christ, Who had been murdered by 
cruel hands and placed in the tomb, had 
broken the bonds of death and was 
alive forevermore through the resurrec- 
saa ¥ & =e & 

It is a long step from that oration 
delivered on Mars Hill, to a present- 
day Gosnel Testimony in Greece. Yet 
in the twentieth century, God has rais- 
ed up another loyal preacher to pro- 
claim Gospel truth to “Ye men of 
Athens”. 

Rev. A. Velonis, brilliant Greek of 
learning and courage, is the spearhead 
of the Defenders Message in his Coun- 

He is faithful in os the 
identical theme, which Paul first de- 
livered centuries ago. In missionary 
tours and through his writings, he 
constantly emphasizes the* same basic 
truths ... the necessity of repentance 
and the fact of the resurrection. . 


The reaction to Paul’s sermon among 
the early Athenians was expressed in a 
spirit of mockery. And, in like manner, 
great are the obstacles placed in the 
path of Gospel progress today. Acts 
17:21 says: “For all the Athenians 
and strangers which were there spent 
their time in nothing else, but either to 


tell, or to hear some new thing. 


This reflects the fact that the Greek 
mind is essentially argumentative — 
given over to questions. Ancient philos- 
ophers of Greece devoted themselves al- 
most entirely to asking and answering 
questions. And it is true that the cen- 
turies have not changed this character- 
istic of the Grecian mind. 


“Ye men of Athens” have a pathetic 
need of missionary evangelism today, 
as in Paul’s time. Please pray for Mr. 
Velonis. It seems that trouble has vis- 
ited him in cycles. In recent months, 
he has been the victim of terrific per- 
secution. At Defenders Headquarters, 
the ministry of this courageous man, is 
a matter of grave concern.
